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Unions 
Running 
Scared 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP)—De­ 
spite assurances from Presi­ 
dent Johnson, organized labor 
leaders say they are running 
scared in their drive in Con­ 
gress to wipe out state laws 
that ban union-shop contracts. 
Top AFL-CIO officers public­ 
ly voice no doubts that Johnson 
will live up to his pledge to 
push for repeal ol Section 14B 
of the Tfcft-Hartley Act. 
But privately they are wor­ 
ried that lukewarm adm inistra­ 
tion support may mean defeat 
of the repeal fight for the for­ 
seeable future. 
Section 14B permits the states 
to outlaw union-shop contracts 
under which all employes must 
join the union. Nineteen states 
have such laws. The union shop 
is legal under the federal labor 
law in the 31 other states which 
do not specifically prohibit it. 
With Congress due to convene 
next month, labor leaders say 
they still have no firm commit­ 
ment from administration lead­ 
e rs on when the repeal bill will 
be brought up in the Senate or 
how hard Democratic leaders 
will fight to crush a renewed 
Republican filibuster that side­ 
tracked the bill this year. 
The AFL-CIO Executive Coun­ 
cil was to discuss this and other 
m atters today in setting the 
schedule for its biennial conven­ 
tion opening Thursday.

Bundy 
Quits 
Post 


JOHNSON CITY, Tex. (AP)— 
The Texas White House an­ 
nounced today the resignation 
of McGeorge Bundy as Presi­ 
dent Johnson's special assistant 
for national security affairs. 
The future of the job was left 
cloudy. 
Bundy, 46, will leave the 
White House staff Feb. 28 to be- 
come president of the Ford 
Foundation at a reported salary 
of $75,000 a year. His present 
salary is $28,500 a year. 
Press secretary Bill D. Moy­ 
ers in announcing Bundy's forth­ 
coming departure, said Johnson 
wrote Bundy a handwritten note 
today accepting the resignation 
"with genuine reg ret." 
Moyers emphasized that John­ 
son has nearly three months in 
which to decide what to do with 
the position Bundy filled. The 
job became a potent force in 
government when the former 
Harvard 
College 
dean 
was 
named to it in 1961 by President 
John F. Kennedy. 
There has been speculation 
that Jolinson may leave the 
post unfilled, and rely more di­ 
rectly on the State Department. 
Johnson conferred for more 
than seven hours at his ranch 
home Tuesday with Secretary of 
Defense Robert S. McNamara 
and Secretary of State Dean 
Rusk. 
Among other things, the Texas

m atters affecting the national 
security preliminary to a ses­ 
sion the President will have Sat­ 
urday morning on the defense 
budget” with the Joint Chiefs, 
McNamara and Deputy Secre­ 
tary of Defense Cyrus R. Vance. 


De Gaulle 
Will Run 


PARIS (AP) 
— President 
Charles de Gaulle told a weekly 
meeting of the French cabinet 
today that "naturally" he would 
be a candidate for a new seven- 
year term in the run-off presi­ 
dential election Dec. 19. 
De Gaulle's decision was an­ 
nounced by Information Minis­ 
ter Alain Peyrefltte after the 
Cabinet meeting. 
There has been speculation 
before the first election round 
last Sunday 
that De Gaulle 
might withdraw if he failed to 
get the 50 per cent of the vote 
plus one required tor election on 
the first try. De Gaulle got 44.63 
per cent, which sent him into a 
run-off with leftist Francois 
Mitterrand, the No. 2 man who 
got 31.71 per cent. 
The present 
expectation is 
that enough moderate and con­ 
servative support will switch 
from the defeated candidates 
to De Gaulle to put him over 
in the run-off.

Still Chance 
Rendezvous 
Day Early 


SPACE 
CENTER, Houston, 
Tex. (AP) — Astronauts Frank 
Borman and James Lovell drove 
the Gemini 7 space ship on to­ 
day toward a two-week endur­ 
ance record, while a long-shot 
chance remained that the ren­ 
dezvous with Gemini 6 could be 
attempted a day early. 
At Cape Kennedy, a crucial 
ground rehearsal for the Gemi­ 
ni 6 launch was to start shortly 
after noon, following replace­ 
ment of a troublesome comput­ 
er. 
It took five hours less time to 
install the new computer than 
the crew had calculated, and a 
space agency spokesman said 
there remained "an 
outside 
chance" Gemini 6 could be 
launched Sunday, a day earlier 
than originally planned. 
If additional troubles develop, 
Gemini 6 could be launched as 
late as Friday, Dec. 17, for the 
effort to chase down and fly in 
formation with Gemini 7. 
The 37-year-old Gemini 7 pi­ 
lots, Air F orceL t.C ol.Borman 
and Navy Cmdr. Lovell, neared 
the 
1.5-million-mile-mark in 
their long flight and were re­ 
ported still in healthy moods de­ 
spite the four days of cramped 
isolation in space. Ttoeir space­ 
craft continued to work like a 
charm. 
They entered their 58th orbit 
at 9:35 a.m. (EST), 
The 
Gemini 
6 astronauts, 
Navy Capt. Walter M. Schirra 
J r. and Air Force Maj. Thomas 
P. Stafford, will need the com­ 
puter to calculate their intricate 
orbit-shifting maneuvers during 
the planned 103,000-mile pur­ 
suit of Gemini 6. 
The two pairs of astronauts 
hope to fly in formation, per­ 
haps only inches apart, tor 
about six hoof*. 


Borman and Lovell shifted 
Gemini 7's orbital course Tues­ 
day in a step toward a desired 
orbit for the rendezvous. Com­ 
mand pilot Borman fired jet 
thrusters to increase 
their 
speed by eight miles an hour 
and raised the low point of their 
path from 138 to 146 miles 
above the earth. The high point 
remained at 197 miles.

VATICAN CITY AP — Pope 
Paul VI closed the Ecumenical 
Council today without the ex­ 
pected announcement that he 
would lift the ban on Roman 
Catholics eating meat on F ri­ 
days. 
Sources here had been expect­ 
ing that by today the Pope 
might announce a change in the 
regulations. 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Senate-House Economic 
Com­ 
mittee has summoned the en­ 
tire seven-member Federal Re­ 
serve Board to discuss the 
board's hike in interest rates. 
Chairman Wright Pat man, D- 
Tex., said the hearings would 
open next Monday. 
Pat man said committee mem­ 
bers with whom he had talked 
agreed the Federal Reserve ac­ 
tion "could have a substantial 
impact on the health of our econ­ 
omy and upon the formulation 
of fiscal and other government 
economic policies in the months 
ahead." 
An administration economist 
said higher interest rates might 
cause 
some 
companies 
to 
eliminate or reduce marginal 
investments. He said there is 
no way to tell how 
much in­ 
creased borrowing costs would 
affect plant or equipment spend­ 
ing since there is no way to tell 
how far 
interest rates would 
rise. 
Little immediate effect can be 
expected, he added, because 


most financing is planned well 
ahead of building projects. 
Vice President 
Hubert 
H. 
Humphrey, in a speech Tuesday 
before the Institute of Life In­ 
surance in New York, joined 
President Johnson in regretting 
that tile Federal Reserve 
de­ 
cision was made "before it was 
possible to give full considera­ 
tion to the January budget de­ 
cisions and to the economic 
outlook for private spending 
in 1966." 
The Federal Reserve action 
comprised two main steps: a 
raise in the rate on time depos­ 
its of more than 30 days from 
4V2 to 5V2 per cent and an in­ 
crease from 4 to 4V2 per cent 
in the discount rate—the interest 
charged by the 12 regional Fed­ 
eral Reserve banks on loans to 
member commercial banks. 
In a follow-up action, the Fed­ 
eral Deposit Insurance Corp. 
Tuesday gave member state 
banks approval to pay the high­ 
er rates on time deposits but 
urged "utmost caution." 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Pentagon's reported plan for a 
deep 
cut 
in this country's 
present long-range bomber fleet 
by 1971 has met formidable op­ 
position in Congress. 
Son. Richard B. Russell, D- 
Ga., chairman of the powerful 
Senate Armed Services Com­ 
mittee, objected to any such 
bomber reduction. He also op­ 
posed any scaling down of this 
country's defense against So­ 
viet bombers. 
Russell, who swings consid­ 
erable influence on Capitol Hill, 
said Tuesday night. " la m deep­ 
ly concerned over” Secretary 
of Defense Robert S„ McNa­ 
m ara's "abandonment of the 
manned strategic bomber and 
adoption of the concept that this 
country is in no danger from 
Russian 
attack 
by 
manned 
bom bers." 
Sources 
indicated Tuesday 
night that the Defense Depart­ 
ment intends to retire about 
two-thirds of its force of 680 B52 
and B58 jet bombers over the 
next five fiscal years. 
This would leave about 250 of 
the late-model B52s, greater in 
range and equipped with more 
powerful engines than the ear­ 


lier models. All of the superson­ 
ic B58s would be phased out. 
The action may be linked to a 
reported intention to propose an 
advanced bomber which would 
be an adaptation of the contro­ 
versial TFX, now under devel­ 
opment as a fighter of the fu­ 
ture. 
A number of fighter-intercep- 
tor squadrons are to be elimina­ 
ted by mid-1969. In addition, 
various Nike Hercules antiair­ 
craft missile units are to be dis­ 
banded. 


This suggests that top UJ>* 
authorities now downrate the 
significance of the Soviet bomb­ 
er threat in an era of emphasis 
on missiles in both the Soviet 
Union and the United States. 
The United States is believed 
by UJS., officials to enjoy a 6-1 
edge over the Russians in long- 
range bombers and about a 3-1 
margin over the Russians in 
long-range missiles.

(AP) — A striking change in the 
Communist arms and ammuni­ 
tion picture testifies to the esca­ 
lation of the war in Viet Nam. 
Building up their firepower, 
Communist forces depend more 
and 
more 
on 
standardized 
weapons from Red nations. Cap­ 
tured UJ5. arm s, ammunition 
and equipment — once a major 
factor in guerrilla fighting — 
are fading into relative insig­ 
nificance. 


UJS. weapons now are often 
left by the Communists on the 
battlefield. The Viet Cong used 
to support themselves with cap­ 
tured equipment. 
Captured American arm s still 
play some part. So do ar ms dat­ 
ing to the days of the French 
Indochina 
fighting 
a 
dozen 
years ago. But sm all«irm s am­ 
munition is not interchangeable 
between weapons of UJ>. manu­ 
facture and those made in Com­ 
munist nations. The Commu­ 
nists need a source for ammuni­ 
tion if they are to use UJS, 
weapons. 


There is little evidence of 
clandestine ammunition traffic 
between Viet Nam and Western 
countries. The main source has 
had to be captured material. 
Possibly there now is another 
source: ammunition manutec- 
tured for UJS* small arm s in 
North 
Viet Nam. Competent 
sources say it is highly unlikely 
that Red China makes such am­ 
munition. 


The Viet Cong use captured 
weapons when they must, but 
there is little doubt now that the 
Communist forces prefer equip­ 
ment from the Communist bloc 
countries. One reason is that 
they may consider some of the 
bloc weapons to be superior to 
the equivalent UJS, makes. 
Recent reports published in 
the United States have sug­ 
gested that much of the ammu­ 
nition for American weapons 
still used by Viet Cong units 
came from allies of the United 
States through direct or indirect 
sales. 
Pentagon and State Depart­ 
ment 
sources say hard-core 
Viet Cong and North Vietnamese 
regulars use Communist-made 
weapons 
almost exclusively. 
For those American weapons 
still in use, these authorities 
say, the main source of ammu­ 
nition is 
battlefield 
capture 


from from South Vietnamese 
units. The Pentegon says it 
has no indication of any trans­ 
shipment of U. S, material to 
the Communists.

New Era 
Seen For 
Church 


NEW YORK (AP) — Non- 
Catholic 
American religious 
leaders in general lauded the 
work of the Vatican Ecumenical 
Council and said today it opens 
the way for a new era of col­ 
laboration among churches. 
Many said the council went 
farther 
in modifying Roman 
Catholic policy of long standing 
that any outsider had thought 
possible. 
Dr. Edwin Tuller, secretary of 
the American Baptist Conven­ 
tion, said the council "opened 
opportunities for communica­ 
tion between the Roman Church 
and the Protestant Church that 
were never there before." 
Dr. Eugene Carson Blake, 
clerk of the General Assembly 
of 
the 
United Presbyterian 
Church in the UJS.A., said "the 
ecumenical movement has been 
greatly strengthened and we 
look forward to ever-increasing 
unity and cooperation." 
Evangelist 
Billy 
Graham 
commented: 
"The 
council 
brought out a new understand­ 
ing and spirit among all Chris­ 
tians, the debates provided a 
new understanding on the part 
of 
Protestants 
of what the 
Church of Rome believes, and it 
provided for a new reformation 
— or freedom — within the 
Church of Rome." 
Dr. Nelson Glueck, president 
of Hebrew Union College in Cin­ 
cinnati, felt that the council de­ 
liberations resulted in "a tre­ 
mendous forward-going devel­ 
opment in religious history." 
Dr. Robert Dodds, associate 
secretary for Christian unity of 
the National Council of Church­ 
es and a guest observer for six 
weeks of the council's final ses­ 
sion, had this to say: 
"My strongest impression was 
that of the new openness of the 
Catholic Church. 
"Together with other observ­ 
ers on the scene I was most im­ 
pressed by the evidence of spir­ 
itual 
vitality 
in the Roman 
Catholic Church and by the 
promise of a new era of broth­ 
erhood and working collabora­ 
tion among all churches." 
Dr. Porter Routh, executive 
secretary of the Southern Bap­ 
tist 
Convention's 
Executive 
Committee, said, "We are en­ 
couraged with the accomplish­ 
ments 
the 
council made in 
granting religious liberties and 
we hope they will follow through 
with this." 
He expressed disappointment, 
however, that "the council did 
not take a more definite stand 
in the abolition of Protestant- 
Catholic marriage contracts." 
Dr. Franklin Clark Fry, presi­ 
dent of the Lutheran Church in 
America, viewed the declara­ 
tion on religious liberty as the 
council's "m ost welcome ac­ 
complishment." 
"The outstanding virtue," Dr. 
Fry said, "is recognition that 
not only Christian individuals 
but Christian communities exist 
outside 
the 
Roman Catholic 
Church. This should bring a 
new, true understanding of the 
whole Christian temily.

WASHINGTON AP -- With a 
mounting feeling in Congress 
that the Viet Nam war is going 
to get bigger and more costly, 
President Johnson seems likely 
to get overwhelming approval 
for any defense figure he may 
propose next month in his new 
budget. 
The President is working on 
the military budget at his Texas 
ranch. He said Monday that in 
aiding the South Vietnamese to 


resist aggression “ we are going 
to supply whatever men will be 
needed for that effort." 


Even before the new budget 
goes to Congress, the adminis­ 
tration is expected to ask sup­ 
plemental funds to boost the 
$1.7 billion already tacked on 
the current fiscal year's outlays 
because of mounting war costs. 
If the new supplement re ­ 
quest is less than $1 billion,

VATICAN CITY AP — Pope 
Paul VI formally closed the 
Vatican Ecumenical Council to­ 
day and said he hoped its work 
would bring renewal to all the 
world, not to the Roman Catho­ 
lic Church alone. 
His final words closing the 
three-year council were “ Itein 
pace"--Go in peace. 
The great clock on the facade 
of St. Peter's Basilica showed 
1:25 p.m. as the end came to 
the assembly which the Pope 
declared was the greatest in Ute 
history of the church.. 
More than 100,000 Romans 
and pilgrims thronged St. Pe­ 
te r's Square tor the outdoor cer­ 
emonies 
ending 
the council 
which 
Pope John XXIII had 
opened on Oct. l l , 1962. 
Princes, government heads, 
foreign ministers and other dig­ 
nitaries from nearly IOO nations 
watched as the 2,300 bishops 
moved in procession from the 
Apostolic Palace across the 
square to the steps of St. Peter's 
Basilica, 
After them came Pope Paul 
on his portable throne. 
The Vatican published a papal 
brief 
formally 
closing 
the 
council and declaring it the 
greatest of the 21 general as­ 
semblies of the Church. It said 
all Roman Catholics were bound 
to accept its decisions, which 
ushered in a new era for the 
Church of reform within and 
improved contacts with the rest 
of the world. 
The brief also declared inval­ 
id all arguments that had been 
raised against the council's de­ 
cisions. 
Unusual details marked the 
ceremony, 
with 
Pope 
Paul 


giving $90,000 in checks for 
charities in five nations as "a 
symbol of the charity of the en­ 
tire Church, united around the 
Pope in the persons of his bish­ 
ops." 
The checks will mean $30,000 
for a hospital in Bethlehem, 
Jordan; $20,000 for community 
projects by a religious order in 
Argentina; $15,000 each for ag­ 
ricultural training In southern 
India and for Catholic Welfare 
work in Pakistan, and $10,000 
for Catholic weltere in Cambo­ 
dia. 
The Pope also wrote special 
messages addressed to govern­ 
ment 
leaders, 
intellectuals, 
a rtists, women, workers, the 
poor and the sick, and youth. 
The first stone of a new 
church in Rome to commemo­ 
rate the Ecumenical Council 
was put near the papal throne in 
front of the basilica tor the pon­ 
tiff's blessing. The new church 
will be called "Our Lady, Moth­ 
er of the Church" after a title 
that Paul VI declared tor the 
Virgin Mary as the 1964 phase 
of the council was completed. 
The council's ending came on 
a major holy day honoring the 
mother of Christ, the feast of 
the Immaculate Conception. 
The Vatican Council, 21st in 
Roman Catholic history and the 
first in a1 most a century, issued 
16 decrees seeking to renew and 
bring up to date much of the 
Church's own worship and gov­ 
ernment and to make strong 
new approaches to everyone 
everywhere outside the Church. 
Christian unity was as much 
its goal as Catholic renewal. 
The 
cost of the council has 
been estimated at $20 million.

Later the computer may be 
used to seek the names of poten­ 
tial 
Democratic 
voters who 
have 
not 
registered. Party 
workers could then encourage 
them to enroll as voters. 
The former Secret Service 
agent who supervises the com­ 
puter's operation said it can be 
programmed to handle a wide 
assortment of political chores. 
"It just allows us to do things 
that would be impractical any 
other way," said Jerry Blaine, 
who supervises the room-size 
machine and a staff of 15 per­ 


sons who keep it humming. 
Already the machines handles 
mailing lists, addressing and 
accounting chores. More than 5 
million Democratic names — 
and a variety of information 
about the people who bear them 
— are recorded on its magnetic 
tape. 


A 9 Vfe-lnch reel of tape will 
hold 100,000 names; a filing cab­ 
inet, 20 million. Also recorded: 
occupation, age, family, nick­ 
name and dozens of other tidbits 
of information. 
Democratic National Commit­ 
tee mailing lists, plus those of 
about 80 congressmen, have 
been stored on the computer 
tapes, Blaine said. 
The machine, in the basement 
of the office building where the 
party has its national headquar­ 
te rs, is leased tor about $5,000 a 
month. The payroll for 
its 
operation totals about $11,000 
monthly, Congressmen who use 
the service pay part of the bill.

Translation of Bible 
Is Continuing Work 


many members of Congress will 
be surprised. 
Whatever budget cutting Con­ 
gress does next year -- and it 
may not be extensive if the 
economy continues to roll along 
in high gear--probably will be 
carried out on foreign aid and 
some domestic programs. 
More and more, there is a 
feeling among many Congress 
members that the Viet Nam 
struggle is far from its peak. 


Rev. Jos H. Wagner, pastor 
of the First Methodist church, 
spoke to the Kiwanis club Tues­ 
day night, at the Holiday Inn 
on “ How We Got Our Bible." 
He showed slides of early 
manuscripts and pictures of 
scholars, who translated early 
editions of the Bible, in an 
effort to make it available to 
all people. 
The Rev. Mr. Wagner told of 
difficulties 
encountered 
by 
early scholars, some of whom 
were put to death, because they 
tried to translate and interpret 
the Bible to the people of their 
times. 
The story began nearly 4,000 
years ago, the minister said. 
During that time many nations 
have risen and fallen. Science 
and industry have changed the 
way people live, and yet the 
Bible continues to be read by 
millions of people throughout 
the world and today it is the 
world's best known book. 
It has been translated Into 
hundreds of languages and dia­ 
lects, because people every­ 
where want to read it. 
Written in Hebrew for the 
most part, and first translated 
into Greek, making the Bible 
available to people was a slow 
task for many centuries, as 
copies had to be made by hand, 
which 
was slow work, 
the 
clergyman said. 
The first Bibles were hand 
written on scrolls and copies 


were made on parchments. The 
latter were folded and sewed 
together by hand and were called 
leaf books. 
One of the first translations 
was made by Jerome in A.D. 
390. He translated it into Latin, 
and this is now known as the 
Vulgate translation. In 597 the 
Bible was taken for the first 
time to England by a missionary’ 
named Augustine. 
This was a Latin edition, so 
the Anglo-Saxons of England, 
who could not speak or read 
Latin could not make much use 
of it. 
Two centuries passed before 
there was any translation of the 
Bible into English. 
In 735 A.D. a famous English 
historian translated parts of 
the Bible into Anglo-Saxon, the 
minister said. The translator 
was named Venerable Bede. 
When Alfred, the Great, became 
King, he had portions of the 
Bible translated and placed at 
the head of his code of civil 
laws. 
During the next two centuries 
the rulers of England were op­ 
posed to the reading and own­ 
ing of Bibles by the people, but 
many men continued their ef­ 
forts to make the scriptures 
available to everyone, the Rev. 
Mr. Wagner said. 
Early in the 16th Century Wm 
Tyndale began to translate the 
Bible into English. He paid with

SAIGON, 
South 
Viet Nam 
(AP) — A strong Viet Cong 
force encircled and virtually 
destroyed an elite South Viet­ 
namese ranger battalion today 
near the coastal town of Tam 
Ky, 350 miles northeast of Sai­ 
gon. 
The Communists struck from 
all sides, inflicting heavy casu­ 
alties on the Vietnamese troops 
as well as their American advis­ 
e rs. Between 30 and 50 wounded 
Vietnamese rangers were lifted 
out of the battle area by heli­ 
copter. 
A dispatch 
from Ram Ky 
said two UJS. advisers 
were 
killed and four others were re­ 
ported missing in the three-hour 
engagement. 
The attack broke a two-day 
lull in the ground action and 
came after a Viet Cong offer to 
call off the war for 12 hours 
starting Christmas Eve "to al­ 
low people on the other side to 
celebrate Christmas in peace." 
Although security regulations 
prevented identification of the 
ranger unit, it was described as 
one of the best in the South Viet- 
namese army and had been a 
veteran of heavy combat. 
A Vietnamese battalion usual­ 
ly numbers about 500 men. 
UJ>. air attacks continued un­ 
abated over North and South 
Viet Nam. Bridges and roads 
around Dlen Bien Phu were at­ 
tacked. 
A U $ i Marine F4 Phantom jet 
with two men aboard was re- 
portwrajwrwd to afTMcert mis- 
sion over North Viet Nam. The 
(ate of the pilot and his observer 
was not known. 
Some 20 F I05 Thunderedef

years ago. In the South, other 
planes drove off an unknown 
number of black pa jama-clad 
Viet Cong harassing a govern­ 
ment outpost 13 miles northwest 
of Rach Gia, a town in south­ 
west Viet Nam. Three guerril­ 
las were reported killed.

reported 
another decline in

casualties 
with 19 Americans killed, 161 
wounded and two missing in 
action in the seven-day period 
that ended last Saturday. The 
figures included the terrorist 
attack on an enlisted men's bil­ 
let in Saigon Saturday but not 
the big battle involving the U £. 
1st Division Sunday. 
The truce offer was broadcast 
by the Viet Cong's clandestine 
‘‘Liberation radio" on Monday. 
The Communists have offered 
truces before on Tot, the Viet­ 
namese lunar nez year, which 
usually tells in January. But 
during one new year period the 
Viet Cong occupied a large stra­ 
tegic valley while government 
troops were celebrating. It took 
the Saigon regime two years to 
regain control of the area. 
Last Christmas Eve, Commu­ 
nist terrorists exploded a pow­ 
erful bomb in a UJS. officers* 
billet in downtown Saigon, kill­ 
ing two Americans and injuring 
81 other persons. The blast in 
the seven- story Brink Hotel 
was the worst terrorist attack of 
the Vietnamese war up to that 
date. 
Quoting the Central Commit­ 
tee of the National Liberation 
Front, the Viet Cong's political 
high command, the Communist 
broadcast said the Viet Cong 
"will stop attacks throughout 
South Viet Nam" from 7 p.m. 
Christm as Eve until 7 a.m . 
Christmas Day to enable Ameri­ 
can troops and Catholic soldiers 
in the South Vietnamese army 
to attend church services "and 
enjoy Christmas on condition 
that they carry no weapons."

LIBERTIES MUST BE EARNED 
Those of us who were born 
and raised in this nation and 
to whom citizenship was a birth­ 
right, commonly take our rights 
and freedoms for granted. Too 
often we forget that they must 
be 
constantly and zealously 
guarded if they are to endure. 
A short time ago, J. K. Jam ie­ 
son, president of the Humble 
Oil & Refining Company, spoke 
at naturalization ceremonies in 
a federal 
District Court in 
Texas. The speaker himself had 
acquired his citizenship in May 
of this year. And he told his 
audience of new citizens some 
very important truths. As he 
put it, "Individual freedom is 
secure only when a limit is 
set to the dominion of man 
over man. This is precisely 
what the American Constitution 
and the Bill of Rights seek to 
do. They rest on the funda­ 
mental proposition of the in­ 
tegrity of the human person.” 
Then, a little later on, he 
said; "Americans can expect 
to enjoy the privileges of citi­ 
zenship only as they shoulder 
the 
corresponding 
burdens. 
And, what are these burdens? 
What 
are these obligations? 
Among 
them are 
certainly 
these; to educate ourselves on 
public issues and to exercise 
. our right to cast an informed 
vote in local, state and na­ 
tional elections; to contribute 
our time and money according 
to our means for the better­

which an ordered liberty de­

A Marine battalion commander 
disobeyed that order a few days 
ago. Faced with the Job of 
flushing suspected Viet 
Cong 
guerrillas out of some tunnels 
and 
caves, 
where they were 
mixed in with a bunch of fright­ 
ened women and children, he 
used tear gas. 
He simply 
thought it was the most humane 
and practical method of handling 
the problem. 
For that, he was placed under 
investigation. Presumably, had 
he cleared these people out in 
the conventional manner, 
by 
blasting them to bits with gre­ 
nades, he would have been com­ 
mended. 
"Chemical warfare has been 
engulfed in a haze of horror 
through propaganda and ignor­ 
ance,” wrote Dr. Richard L.

NEW 
YORK (AP) — Tile 
most hated word in the war in 
Viet Nam is — ambush. 
It is also the most controver­ 
sial word. 
It grates on the ears of UJS. 
m ilitary 
commanders 
over 
there. It grates on the ears of 
civilians here. But the wordam- 
bush will remain reluctantly 
active in our vocabulary as long 
as we are battling in places 
such as Southeast Asia. 
There is no other word in the 
language 
that 
presently 
de­ 
scribes better the kind of war­ 
fare going on there, unless it be 
the 
term 
"bushwhacking,*’ 
which is hardly more accepta­ 
ble. For being ambushed or 
bushwhacked amounts to the 
same thing. 
The dictionary defines am­ 
bush as “ a trap in which con­ 
cealed persons lie in wait to at­ 
tack by surprise.'* 
Military commanders hate to 
admit their troops have been 
ambushed because this Implies 
to many they may have been 
derelict in their duty. Theoreti­ 
cally, soldiers aren’t supposed 
to enter enemy traps or be 
caught by surprise. The word 
has an inescapably derogatory 
ring to it — unless you are the 
one who has done the ambush­ 
ing. Then it sounds fine. 


Take an instance reported rn 
recent news dispatches. 
Last Sunday in a jungle battle 
at the edge of a rubber planta­ 
tion 35 miles northwest of Sai­ 
gon a battalion of the fiimous 
"Big Red One” — the U.S. 1st 
Infantry Division- killed 200 or 
more Viet Cong. The battalion 
suffered its heaviest casualties 
of the war. 
A UJS. spokesman described 
the action as "a meeting en­ 
gagement.” 
"It was a big ambush,” said a 
young officer in the field. 
Who was right? Both were. 
It*s a queston of sem antics. 
The American column was on 
what is called a "search and 
destroy” mission. Its men were 
looking tor the enemy, trying to 
provoke them into battle. The 
waiting Viet Cong, dug in and 
well-camouflaged, 
fired first 
from positions along a jungle 
road. 
Both 
sides 
got what they 
wanted, and each paid a price. 
The Viet Cong executed an am­ 
bush. We had a "m eeting en­ 
gagement.” This- probably will 
be the rough pattern of the war 
for some time to come. 
Our purpose is to destroy the 
enemy in battle. If he won't 
come to us, inevitably we will 
have to go to him. 


WASHINGTON — P r e s i d e n t 
Johnson is almost certain to 
curtail the White House social 
season 
when he returns to 
Washington after Christmas. 
With casualties in Viet Nam 
running 
high, 
the President 
doesn’t believe ifs a good idea 
to put the White House in the 
position of giving gay parties. 
The dinner for Princess Mar­ 
garet had been scheduled weeks 
in advance, and no one knew 
that the Viet Nam fighting was 
going to be disastrous that week. 
Nevertheless some people got 
a sour reaction from the festiv­ 
ities. 
The impression has prevailed 
in 
Washington social circles 
that the Johnsons have been try­ 
ing to emulate the Kennedys 
society-wise. Jackie Kennedy 
had a lot of New York friends 
whom she imported for her gay­ 
est parties, and there were

Premier Ky Makes 
Mark In Viet Nam 


SAIGON, South 
Viet 
Nam 
(AP) — In a country where 
good government has come to' 
mean any government that can 
survive for more than just a few 
weeks, Prem ier Nguyen CaoKy 
has made something of a mark. 
By 
mid-December 
he will 
have held power for six months. 
Few expected this when he took 
over the government in mid- 
June as the front man for the 
group of "Young Turk** gener­ 
als who wield the real power in 
South Viet Nam. 
The civilian government that 
proceeded Ky collapsed under 
the weight of political rivalry 
*and bickering. 
Many thought that Ky, 35, 
who as Vietnamese air force 
commander cut a dashing fig­ 
ure in the skies and on the bou­ 
levards of Saigon, was a politi­ 
cal amateur. He was expected 
either to tire soon of the rigors 
of premiership and resign, or 
get edged out in the backroom 
byplay of military politics. 
Ky hasn't tired of politics, 
mainly because he doesn't play 
them. He has no mandate from 
the people. Ky rules by decree 
and with the approval of the 
generals in the back room. The 
generals have made it clear 
that as long as Ky wants the job 
of prem ier he can have it — as 
long as he doesn't step on their 
toes. 
Ky, in a 'Seines of public 
speeches and decrees, has at­ 
tempted to force industry and 
honesty upon his war-wearyand 


politically disillusioned nation. 
Early in his reign he pro­ 
claimed austerity m easures, 
broke off diplomatic relations 
with France and officially de­ 
clared war on the Viet Cong 
guerrillas. 
But after six months, it is 
Ky's record time in office, rath­ 
er than what he has done, that 
distinguishes his regime. 
When he became prem ier, the 
American mission in Viet Nam 
did not seem concerned about 
whether he was good, bad or 
indifferent. 
In 20 months, between the 
overthrow and murder of P resi­ 
dent Ngo Dinh Diem and the 
appointment of Ky, Viet Nam 
had gone through three coup 
d'etats, four attempted coups, 
and 19 government reshuffles. 
UJic policy was to get a gov­ 
ernment of stability, and stabili­ 
ty was equated with survival. 
"W e'll take anyone, as long as 
he stays there," one official was 
quoted as saying at the time. 
Ky has stayed put. But he 
started from rock bottom, and 
the shadow of the war has dark­ 
ened all his actions. 
The political problem for the 
United States in Viet Nam has 
not been to get a democratic 
government. That wish can be 
realized only far in the future. 
The main problem was to get 
an effective government. Ky 
has these actions to his credit so 
far: 
He has gathered around him a 
group of young m inisters and

aides who talk enthusiastically 
about South Viet Nam's future, 
and who are prepared to listen 
to American "elder statesman" 
advice about government, nota­ 
bly from UJS. Ambassador Hen­ 
ry Cabot Lodge. 
Ky is not a military dictator. 
He is chief spokesman and ex­ 
ecutive leader of a nine-man 
national leadership committee 
of the top generals. This group 
has presented a united military 
front for the first time, stilling 
religious and student opposition 
to central authority. Ky does not 
intend to suffer the fate of the 
former strongman, Gen. Nguy­ 
en Khanh, who was destroyed 
because civilian opposition pen­ 
etrated the chinks of the armor 
of the military group supporting 
him. Ky has no chinks. 
Ky improved the morale of 
the armed forces by raising 
their pay 40 per cent and liber­ 
alizing 
promotions. Whether 
these measures will counteract 
the impact of morale from a 
recent Communist attacks re­ 
mains to be seen. 
Ky has attempted to come to 
grips with the problems of rural 
pacification by introducing a 
land 
reform 
program, and 
training cadres to work among 
villagers. The reform program 
has hardly gotten off the ground 
because much of the land he is 
giving away is in the hands of 
the Viet Cong. And Ky is finding 
it as difficult as his predeces­ 
sors to get people interested 
enough in working in the vil­ 
lages on pacification 
proj­ 
ects. 
Ky has attempted to improve 
his image at home and abroad 
by traveling and by sending his 
attractive wife, Mal, to charity 
functions and hospitals. But Ky 
has found that popularity is elu­ 
sive. To Vietnamese living out­ 
side the cities, Ky is just anoth­ 
er name. Vietnamese have be­ 
come cynical about their lead­ 
ers and don't seem to take them 
seriously. Ky has yet to spark 
much enthusiam. 
He has attempted to tackle 
some major problem s. One of 
these is corruption, a perma­ 
nent canker within Vietnamese 
official don. 
His record on this so far is 
good. Ky has followed up public 
statements 
with action. One 
province chief had connections 
with top generals but made the 
mistake of openly antagonizing 
and intimidating the UJS. aid 
mission. The U.S,, mission with­ 
drew aid from the province to 
force Ky's hand. After a cliff­ 
hanging few weeks, Ky fired the 
province chief. 
The corruption problem re­ 
mains a big one. Even Ky him­ 
self is accused of it, but not be­ 
cause of any proven acts. The 
Vietnamese rem em ber the re­ 
cent slayer of the corruption 
dragon, Gen. Khanh — whom 
the new government accused of 
getting away with millions of 
dollars of U.S,. aid money. 
No preparations have been 
made for any transfer of politi­ 
cal power from the military, 
and Viet Nam can expect Ky to 
remain prem ier as long as he 
wants or until some new power 
alignment takes place in the 
military junta. This last seems 
far off. 
Ky and the IJJS. mission in 
Saigon have 
spoken vaguely 
about elections in a couple of 
years, but this seem s just a sop 
to the Saigon intellectuals. The 
experiment with civilian gov­ 
ernment in the past two years 
failed because of the power 
realities in Viet Nam. The mili­ 
tary is the only cohesive power 
here.

WASHINGTON (AP) — What 
happens to the "grand old man" 
is one of the differences be­ 
tween a democratic society and 
a dictatorship of left or right. In 
a democratic society he gener­ 
ally has a bumpy tim e. 
Last Sunday's blow to French 
President Charles de Gaulle's 
pride was Just the latest exam­ 
ple. His people, felling to give 
him enough votes to re-elect 
him, forced him into a run-off 
election later this month. 
But 
in 
other democracies 
great postwar leaders were 
nudged hard enough to make 
them realize they had outlived 
their political usefulness. 
The British did it to their be­ 
loved Sir Winston Churchill in 
1955 when he was 80 and too fee­ 
ble to do his job. The men clos­ 
est to him urged him to quit as 
prim e minister, and he did, al­ 
though he lived IO years after 
that. 
As chancellor of West Germa­ 
ny for 14 years, Konrad Adenau­ 
er had led his country from the 
ruins of war to bulging prosperi­ 
ty. His own party forced him 
out in 1963 when he was 87. 
There's no danger of an old­ 
tim er freezing to his job in this 
country with its elections every 
four years and a two-term limit 
on the presidency. 
In India one of the most im­ 
portant leaders of the 20th cen­ 
tury seemed bound to stay in 
the saddle indefinitely, although 
India was a democracy, be­ 
cause no one like him was in 
sight and he had trained no one. 
This was Ja wa ha rial Nehru, 
who had been prim e minister 
since India got its independence 
from Britain in 1947. But he died 
in 1964 at 74. 
It was the death of his great 
friend, the man who had be­ 
come India's patron saint, Mo­ 
handas Gandhi, which illustrat­ 
ed something else about demo­ 
cratic societies. 
In them it seems easier for 
violent death to remove a lead­ 
e r, no matter how popular he is, 
while he is out moving among 
the puhlic, than it is in a dicta­ 
torship. 
This is what happened to Gan­ 
dhi, shot to death in 1948 by a 
Hindu extremist who wanted no 
part of brotherly relations with 
the Moslems. Gandhi, then 78, 
had just finished a fest intended 
to soften Hindu-Moslem enmity. 
The assassination of President 
John F. Kennedy is a prime ex­ 
ample, too. 
But the long life and unchal­ 
lenged tenure of the dictators — 
or the leaders of a dictatorial 
regime of left or right — has 
plenty of examples. 
Joseph Stalin, one of the mon­ 
sters of history, died in 1953 at 
73 after 23 years as the iron 
boss of Russia. 
Two 
Communists, Marshal 
Tito of Yugoslavia, now 73, and 
Red China'a Mao Tze-tung, 72, 


still hold unchallenged leader­ 
ship after decades af it. The pic­ 
ture is the same aa Hie fer 
right: 
In Spain, Francisco Franco, 
73, and in Portugal, Antonio8U- 
l a a r , 76, are undisturbed dicta­ 
to rs, Franco since 1937, flUla- 
zar since 1932. 
On Formosa, Chiang Kai-shek 
retains 
control 
of the Na­ 
tionalist 
Chinese, a 
society 
ocratic. He had been the de­ 
cisive force on the mainland 
from the 1920s until 1949 when 
the Reds drove him to Formosa. 
There he stayed in charge as 
before, but on a sm aller scale. 


Russia Blasts 
U. S. Policies 
MOSCOW (AP) — Premier 
Alexei N. Kosygin has accused 
the United States of whipping 
up war tensions, arming West 
Germany against the Soviet Un­ 
ion and killing defenseless peo­ 
ple in Viet Nam. 
In a restatement of recent So­ 
viet comments on foreign af­ 
fairs, Kosygin said Soviet lead­ 
ers could not meet with Presi­ 
dent Johnson so long as the war 
in Viet Nam continues. 
Kosygin's rem arks, reported 
today

Kosygin concluded the inter­ 
view with an expression of hope 
that war would not hang over 
the world —after earlier accus­ 
ing the United States of "creat­ 
ing an atmosphere conducive to 
w ar" in Europe. 
"We do not want tension built 
up in any part of the world," 
Kosygin said. "We want to bend 
every effort in every part of the 
world to achieve these ends. 
"To this effort, the United 
States is the principal barrier. 
"We could have the best pos­ 
sible relations with the Ameri­ 
can people. We value the Amer­ 
ican people's wisdom, talents 
and abillties-all their achieve­ 
ments. We are ready to learn 
from them to develop tech­ 
nology and science, and to or­ 
ganize production.'' 
This kind of statement is sel­ 
dom heard publicly in the So­ 
viet Union and was not imme­ 
diately published here. The rest 
of Kosygin's rem arks followed 
lines made femiliar by Pravda 
editorials denouncing the United 
States.

Vote Not Biggest 
De Gaulle Failure 


Queen Elizabeth I was the 
last ruler of England's House 
of Tudor.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Al­ 
though Big Charley lost a few 
inches Sunday when he failed to 
win re-election to a seven-year 
term in the French presidency, 
it was not his greatest failure, 
as he admitted, unintentionally. 
From the end of the war until 
1958 France was a travesty on 
political stability. It had so 
many political parties, from tor 
left to far right. There was only 
government by c risis. CMe gov­ 
ernment after another fell. 
The process was endless and 
France 
was 
dwindling into 
chaos when in 1958 it recalled 
Charles de Gaulle from retire­ 
ment to take over. It was so 
flattering to his ego that he 
couldn't conceal it. 
He told a news conference 
Frenchmen cried “LongliveDe 
Gaulle" instinctively when they 
were in anguish. He set out to 
give the French a new sense of 
destiny, a new sense of pride. 
And France prospered. 
But, while De Gaulle can be 
gracious, this is not the same as 


graceful. And there was nothing 
graceful about his appeal to the 
French people a month ago to 
re-elect him. 
He warned them that if he 
was not re-elected, the country 
would collapse. Tills was his ego 
again, of course: the indispen­ 
sable man. But it blindedhimto 
the significance of what his In­ 
dispensability meant. 
It was this: In seven years he 
had toiled to provide the French 
people with, or guide them to­ 
ward, a more mature political 
system which could save the 
country from the kind of insta­ 
bility which had almost de­ 
stroyed it before he arrived.

Sunday 
the 
French 
showed they didn't think he was 
totally indispensable. He got 
about 44.5 per cent of the vote 
and now must face his leading 
opponent, leftist Francois Mit­ 
terrand, supported bySocialists 
and Communists, in a run-off 
December 19. 
Why did the French toil to 
give him the majority he needed 
for election Sunday? The rea­ 
sons are not clear but perhaps 


they 
finally 
realized 
that, 
despite his dreams about the 
new grandeur of France, he 
stood for negation. 
He sneered at tile Anglo-Sax­ 
ons — meaning Americans and 
British — and banned the Brit­ 
ish from the European Common 
Market; proposed neutralizing 
Southeast Asia; recognized the 
sovereignty 
of 
Red 
China; 
seemed well on his way to 
wrecking the NATO alliance; 
and talked of France leading a 
third world — between the West 
and communism — made up of 
the nations of Africa, Asia, and 
Latin America. 
But while he was undermining 
the Western alliance, he was 
providing nothing in its place. 
Raymond Aron, one of France's 
most influential political com­ 
mentators, said Europe could 
“ not afford twoDeGaulles." 
Sir Winston Churchill in 1945 
told President Franklin D,Roo­ 
sevelt, “ I am sure that in the 
long run no understanding will 
be reached with De Gaulle." 
In the opening of his memoirs, 
De Gaulle says all his life has 
been possessed by a vision of 
France as “ dedicated to an emi­ 
nent and exceptional destiny." 
Historians will spend a lot of 
time trying to analyse his ego 
which has been so crude as to 
seem eccentric. 
A year ago former President 
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Harry 
S. 
Truman, 
after 
watching De Gaulle for years, 
said he sounds “ like Napoleon 
brandy with a strong dash of 
Machiavellian cynicism. He is 
in any event over a century too 
late.”

NEW YORK (A P ) — What's 
the best way to keep prices 
from rising too high too fast? 
President Johnson thinks the 
way is to put government pres* 
sure on businessmen and bank­ 
ers to hold the price and Inter* 
est lines. W illiam McChesney 
Martin thinks the better way Is 
to take some of the speculative 
steam out of the money and 
credit markets. 
Each Is going his own way 
now. And the country should 
soon see which method works 
the better, or lf neither works. 
The President has used feder­ 
al defense stockpiles, White 
House supervision of labor ne­ 
gotiations, controls dubbed vol­ 
untary against the sending by 
businessmen or bankers of UJS.

The Presi­ 
dent thinks all this w ill hold the 
economy on the fairly steady 
upward course of the last five 
yr.fs. 
The Federal Reserve Board is 
taking a different tack.

The inspectors look for tell­ 
tale tipoffs, such as position of 
springs on the trailer and dif­ 
ficulty in 
climbing 
steep 
grades. 
Reinforcing 
the 
sergeant's 
theory that many of these over­ 
weight trucks are intentionally 
overloaded is the fact that often 
the bills of lading made out by 
the truck company show the 
truck is carrying more weight 
than it is legally allowed to 
carry. However, he points out, 
the fact that the bill of lading 
shows a legal load does not 
keep the inspector from weigh­ 
ing the truck on the portable 
scale when he is suspicious as 
some truckers will carry two 
sets of bills--one for the cus­ 
tom er and one for the police. 
Most of the intentional over­ 
weight trucks belong to com­ 
panies "operating on a shoe­ 
strin g ," according to the se r­ 
geant. 
The large, well-to-do 
companies are usually 
law 
abiding while some marginal 
firm s feel compelled to take 
illegal chances in order to stay 
in business. The old trucks are 
more likely to be overloaded 
than the new ones. 
The shippers themselves may 
be responsible for some of the 
overweights, the sergeant says. 


A shipper who has a large 
amoung of freight to consign 
doesn't want to break it into 
two loads because that would 
up his freight rate, the sergeant 
points out. He'll keep going 
from firm to firm until he finds 
one willing to carry the load. 
The trucker who takes it may 
only be able to carry some 
amount under the total but he'll 
take the chance of being able 
to dodge the scales. 
The sergeant only has two 
units and only enough men to 
operate each five days a week. 
They cover a 10-county area. 
One consistently works In the 
St. Louis and St. Louis County 
area. It is only in operation at 
the most 5 days a week vary­ 
ing its shifts so that it isn't 
always on the road at the same 
hours. 
They average 15 arrests each 
per month for overweight and 
connected violations. Only seri­ 
ous violations are ticketed and 
there are usually more than 
two warning tickets issued for 
each ticket. 
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A look at arre st records for 
this year by the portable unit 
in this area shows arrests for 
overweights ranging up to 6810 
pounds per axle. This trucker, 
who was hauling gravel and 
was arrested on 1-244, south of 
Manchester, had a bill of lad­ 
ing showing he was carrying 
more 
weight than his state 
license would allow. 
Even a little bit too much 
weight cuts down on the truck­ 
e r's ability to stop, the se r­ 
geant said.

Fines are set strictly by law, 
the sergeant said, and do not 
take into account whether the 
violator is a repeat offender 
or a wilful violator. The fine 
is two cents a pound for first I 
500 lbs., 5 cents a pound to! 
1000 lbs. and then IO cents a 
pound for all over 1000. 
The law allows the trucker 
to place 18,000 pounds on a 
single axle and 32,000 pounds 
on a tandem. The maximum 
gross weight allowed Is 73,280 
pounds gross weight. 
Three years ago a trucker 
was caught near St. Peters by 
the portable unit at a time 
prior to the opening of the

with 
28,000 
pounds overweight on his front 
axle. 
"We don't come near get­ 
ting even IO per cent of the

The main reason, he indi­ 
cated, is because the portable 
unit only works In the area 
five shifts each week. 
“ We’re short on staff," the 
sergeant said, “ so we need the 
public's help in spotting routes 
the truckers are taking 
in 
avoiding scales. 
The people 
have been a big help in the 
past. 
“ We aren't here to give the 
truckers a hard tim e," he said. 
"M ost of them are honest and 
realize we are workingasmuch 
to protect them fron unfair 
competition as we are to en­ 
force the law."

The Viet Cong use captured 
weapons when they must, but 
there is little doubt now that the 
Communist forces prefer equip­ 
ment from the Communist bloc 
countries. One reason is that 
they may consider some of the 
bloc weapons to be superior to 
the equivalent UJS, makes. 
Recent reports published in 
the United States have sug­ 
gested that much of the ammu­ 
nition for American weapons 
stiU used by Viet Cong units 
came from allies of the United 
States through direct or indirect 
sales. 
Pentagon and State Depart­

sources say hard-core 
Viet Cong and North Vietnamese 
regulars use Communist-made 
weapons 
almost exclusively. 
For those American weapons 
still in use, these authorities 
say, the main source of ammu­ 
nition is battlefield capture

New Era 
Seen For 
Church 


NEW YORK (AP) — Non- 
Catholic 
American religious 
leaders in general lauded the 
work of the Vatican Ecumenical 
Council and said today it opens 
the way for a new era of col­ 
laboration among churches. 
Many said the council went 
farther in modifying Roman 
Catholic policy of long standing 
that any outsider had thought 
possible. 
Dr. Edwin Tuller, secretary of 
the American Baptist Conven­ 
tion, said the council “opened 
opportunities for communica­ 
tion between the Roman Church 
and the Protestant Church that 
were never there before.” 
Dr. Eugene Carson Blake, 
clerk of the General Assembly 
of 
the 
United Presbyterian 
Church in the UJ5.A., said “the 
ecumenical movement has been 
greatly strengthened and we 
look forward to ever-increasing 
unity and cooperation.” 
Evangelist 
Billy 
Graham 
commented: 
“ The 
council 
brought out a new understand­ 
ing and spirit among all Chris­ 
tians, the debates provided a 
new understanding on the part 
of Protestants of what the 
Church of Rome believes, and it 
provided for a new reformation 
— or freedom — within the 
Church of Rome.” 
Dr. Nelson CHueck, president 
of Hebrew Union CoUege in Cin­ 
cinnati, felt that the council de­ 
liberations resulted in “a tre­ 
mendous forward-going devel­ 
opment in religious history.” 
Dr. Robert Dodds, associate 
secretary for Christian unity of 
the National Council of Church­ 
es and a guest observer for six 
weeks of the council's final ses­ 
sion, had this to say: 
“ My strongest Impression was 
that of the new openness of the 
Catholic Church. 
“ Together with other observ­ 
ers on the scene I was most im­ 
pressed by the evidence of spir­ 
itual 
vitality in the Roman 
Catholic Church and by the 
promise of a new era of broth­ 
erhood and working collabora­ 
tion among all churches.” 
Dr. Porter Routh, executive 
secretary of the Southern Bap­ 
tist 
Convention’s 
Executive 
Committee, said, "We are en­ 
couraged with the accomplish­ 
ments the council made in 
granting religious liberties and 
we hope they will follow through 
with this.” 
He expressed disappointment, 
however, that “the council did 
not take a more definite stand 
in the abolition of Protestant- 
Catholic marriage contracts.” 
Dr. Franklin Clark Fry, presi­ 
dent of the Lutheran Church in 
America, viewed the declara­ 
tion on religious liberty as the 
council's “ most welcome ac­ 
complishment.” 
“ The outstanding virtue,” Dr. 
Fry said, “ is recognition that 
not only Christian individuals 
but Christian communities exist 
outside the Roman Catholic 
Church. This should bring a 
new, true understanding of the

Pope, Bishops End 
Ecumenical Council 


VATICAN CITY AP — Pope 
Paul VI formally closed the 
Vatican Ecumenical Council to­ 
day and said he hoped its work 
would bring renewal to all the 
world, not to the Roman Catho­ 
lic Church alone. 
His final words closing the 
three-year council were “ Itein 
pace” --Go in peace. 
The great clock on the facade 
of St. Peter’s Basilica showed 
1:25 p.m. as the end came to 
the assembly which the Pope 
declared was the greatest in the 
history of the church.. 
More than 100,000 Romans 
and pilgrims thronged St. Pe­ 
ter's Square for the outdoor cer­ 
emonies 
ending the council 
which 
Pope John XXIII had 
opened on Oct. 11, 1962. 
Princes, government heads, 
foreign ministers and other dig­ 
nitaries from nearly 100 nations 
watched as the 2,300 bishops 
moved in procession from the 
Apostolic Palace across the 
square to the steps of St. Peter’s 
Basilica. 
After them came Pope Paul 
on his portable throne. 
The Vatican published a papal 
brief 
formally 
closing 
the 
council and declaring it the 
greatest of the 21 general as­ 
semblies of the Church. It said 
all Roman Catholics were bound 
to accept its decisions, which 
ushered in a new era for the 
Church of reform within and 
improved contacts with the rest 
of the world. 
The brief also declared inval­ 
id all arguments that had been 
raised against the council's de­ 
cisions. 
Unusual details marked the 
ceremony, 
with 
Pope Paul 


giving $90,000 in checks for 
charities in five nations as “a 
symbol of the charity of the en­ 
tire Church, united around the 
Pope in the persons of his bish­ 
ops.” 
The checks will mean $30,000 
for a hospital in Bethlehem, 
Jordan; $20,000 for community 
projects by a religious order in 
Argentina; $15,000 each for ag­ 
ricultural training in southern 
India and for Catholic Welfare 
work in Pakistan, and $10,000 
for Catholic weltore in Cambo­ 
dia. 
The Pope also wrote special 
messages addressed to govern­ 
ment 
leaders, 
Intellectuals, 
artists, women, workers, the 
poor and the sick, and youth. 
The first stone of a new 
church in Rome to commemo­ 
rate the Ecumenical Council 
was put near the papal throne in 
front of the basilica for the pon­ 
tiff’s blessing. The new church 
will be called “ Our Lady, Moth­ 
er of the Church” after a title 
tliat Paul VI declared for the 
Virgin Mary as the 1964 phase 
of the council was completed. 
The council’s ending came on 
a major holy day honoring the 
mother of Christ, the feast of 
the Immaculate Conception. 
The Vatican Council, 21st in 
Roman Catholic history and the 
first in almost a century, issued 
16 decrees seeking to renew and 
bring up to date much of the 
Church’s own worship and gov­ 
ernment and to make strong 
new approaches to everyone 
everywhere outside the Church. 
Christian unity was as much 
its goal as Catholic renewal. 
The cost of the council has 
been estimated at $20 million-

WASHINGTON (AP) — Dem­ 
ocrats have unveiled a new look 
in 
political 
machines: 
a 
humming, light-winking com­ 
puter that is quickly learning 
the tricks of the politician’s 
trade. 
By the first of the year they 
plan to have it ready to write up 
to 1,000 letters an hour —each 
one personalized — for Demo­ 
cratic congressmen. It can sign 
them, too. 
Later the computer may be 
used to seek the names of poten­ 
tial Democratic 
voters who 
have 
not 
registered. Party 
workers could then encourage 
them to enroll as voters. 
The former Secret Service 
agent who supervises the com­ 
puter’s operation said it can be 
programmed to handle a wide 
assortment of political chores. 
“ It just allows us to do things 
that would be impractical any 
other way,” said Jerry Blaine, 
who supervises the room-size 
machine and a staff of 15 per­ 


sons who keep it humming. 
Already the machines handles 
mailing lists, addressing and 
accounting chores. More than 5 
million Democratic names — 
and a variety of information 
about the people who bear them 
— are recorded on its magnetic 
tape. 


A 9 V2-inch reel of tape will 
hold 100,000 names; a filing cab­ 
inet, 20 million. Also recorded: 
occupation, age, to mily, nick­ 
name and dozens of other tidbits 
of information. 
Democratic National Commit­ 
tee mailing lists, plus those of 
about 80 congressmen, have 
been stored on the computer 
tapes, Blaine said. 
The machine, in the basement 
of the office building where the 
party has its national headquar­ 
ters, is leased for about $5,000 a 
month. The payroll for 
its 
operation totals about $11,000 
monthly, Congressmen who use 
the service pay part of the bill.

Translation of Bible 
Is Continuing Work 


Congress Expects War In 
Viet Nam To Get Bigger 


WASHINGTON AP — With a 
mounting feeling in Congress 
that the Viet Nam war is going 
to get bigger and more costly, 
President Johnson seems likely 
to get overwhelming approval 
for any defense figure he may 
propose next month in his new 
budget. 
The President Is working on 
the military budget at his Texas 
ranch. He said Monday that in 
aiding the South Vietnamese to 


resist aggression “ we are going 
to supply whatever men will be 
needed for that effort.” 


Even before the new budget 
goes to Congress, the adminis­ 
tration is expected to ask sup­ 
plemental funds to boost the 
$1.7 billion already tacked on 
the current fiscal year’s outlays 
because of mounting war costs. 
If the new supplement re ­ 
quest is less than $1 billion, 


many members of Congress will 
be surprised. 
Whatever budget cutting Con­ 
gress does next year -- and it 
may not be extensive if the 
economy continues to roll along 
in high gear--probably will be 
carried out on foreign aid and 
some domestic programs. 
More and more, there is a 
feeling among many Congress 
members that the Viet Nam 
struggle is far from its peak. 


Rev. Jos H. Wagner, pastor 
of the First Methodist church, 
spoke to the Kiwanls club Tues­ 
day night, at the Holiday Inn 
on “ How We Got Our Bible.” 
He showed slides of early 
manuscripts and pictures of 
scholars, who translated early 
editions of the Bible, in an 
effort to make it available to 
all people. 
The Rev. Mr. Wagner told of 
difficulties 
encountered 
by 
early scholars, some of whom 
were put to death, because they 
tried to translate and interpret 
the Bible to the people of their 
times. 
The story began nearly 4,000 
years ago, the minister said. 
During that time many nations 
have risen and fallen. Science 
and industry have changed the 
way people live, and yet the 
Bible continues to be read by 
millions of people throughout 
the world and today it is the 
world’s best known book. 
It has been translated into 
hundreds of languages and dia­ 
lects, because people every­ 
where want to read it. 
Written in Hebrew for the 
most part, and first translated 
into Greek, making the Bible 
available to people was a slow 
task for many centuries, as 
copies had to be made by hand, 
which 
was slow work, 
the 
clergyman said. 
The first Bibles were hand 
written on scrolls and copies 


were made on parchments. The 
latter were folded and sewed 
together by hand and were called 
leaf books. 
One of the first translations 
was made by Jerome in A.D. 
390. He translated it into Latin, 
and this is now known as the 
Vulgate translation. In 597 the 
Bible was taken for the first 
time to England by a missionary' 
named Augustine. 
This was a Latin edition, so 
the Anglo-Saxons of England, 
who could not speak or read 
Latin could not make much use 
of it. 
Two centuries passed before 
there was any translation of the 
Bible into English. 
In 735 A.D. a famous English 
historian translated parts of 
the Bible into Anglo-Saxon, the 
minister said. The translator 
was named Venerable Bede. 
When Alfred, the Great, became 
King, he had portions of the 
Bible translated and placed at 
the head of his code of civil 
laws. 
During the next two centuries 
the rulers of England were op­ 
posed to the reading and own­ 
ing of Bibles by the people, but 
many men continued their ef­ 
forts to make the scriptures 
available to everyone, the Rev. 
Mr. Wagner said. 
Early in the 16th Century Wm. 
Tyndale began to translate the 
Bible into English. He paid with

SAIGON, 
South Viet Nam 
(AP) — A strong Viet Cong 
force encircled and virtually 
destroyed an elite South Viet­ 
namese ranger battalion today 
near the coastal town of Tam 
Ky, 350 miles northeast of Sai­ 
gon. 
The Communists struck from 
all sides, inflicting heavy casu­ 
alties on the Vietnamese troops 
as well as their American advis­ 
ers. Between 30 and 50 wounded 
Vietnamese rangers were lifted 
out of the battle area by heli­ 
copter. 
A dispatch 
from Ram Ky 
said two UJS. advisers were 
killed and four others were re­ 
ported missing in the three-hour 
engagement. 
The attack broke a two-day 
lull in the ground action and 
came after a Viet Cong offer to 
call off the war for 12 hours 
starting Christmas Eve “ to al­ 
low people on the other side to 
celebrate Christmas in peace.” 
Although security regulations 
prevented identification of the 
ranger unit, it was described as 
one of the best in the South Viet­ 
namese army and had been a 
veteran of heavy combat. 
A Vietnamese battalion usual­ 
ly numbers about 500 men. 
UJ5. air attacks continued un­ 
abated over North and South 
Viet Nam. Bridges and roads 
around Dien Blen Phu were at­ 
tacked. 
A UJS. Marine F4 Phantom jet 
with two men aboard was re- 
pui t m ■upvnga ph t irw a wttms- 
sion over North Viet Nam. The 
fate of the pilot and his observer 
was not known. 
Some 20 FI 05 Thunderchief 
jets hit Communist supplyllnes 
near Dien Bien Phu, scene of 
the great French defeat II 
years ago. In the South, other 
planes drove off an unknown 
number of black pa jama-clad 
Viet Cong harassing a govern­ 
ment outpost 15 miles northwest 
of Rach Gia, a town in south­ 
west Viet Nam. Three guerril­ 
las were reported killed* 
UJS. military headquarters 
reported 
another decline in 
weekly 
American casualties 
with 19 Americans killed, 161 
wounded and two missing in 
action in the seven-day period 
that ended last Saturday. The 
figures included the terrorist 
attack on an enlisted men's bil­ 
let in 8algon Saturday but not 
the big battle involving the U£* 
1st Division Sunday. 
The truce offer was broadcast 
by the Viet Cong’s clandestine 
’liberation radio” on Monday* 
The Communists have offered 
truces before on Tet, the Viet­ 
namese lunar nez year, which 
usually tolls in January. But 
during one new year period the 
Viet Cong occupied a large stra­ 
tegic valley while government 
troops were celebrating. It took 
the Saigon regime two years to 
regain control of the area. 
Last Christmas Eve, Commu­ 
nist terrorists exploded a pow­ 
erful bomb in a U J, officers* 
billet in downtown Saigon, kill­ 
ing two Americans and injuring 
81 other persons. The blast in 
the seven- story Brink Hotel 
was the worst terrorist attack of 
the Vietnamese war up to that 
date.

The 
question for him here is simply this: Which 
action will win maximum support, cause mini­ 
mum defections?”

If the will of the 
people is heard, 14(b) will not be repealed. 
Reed Larson, Executive Vice President of the 
National Committee, is confident that we can 
win the battle. According to Mr. Larson, “The 
scope of the effort required to protect 14(b) 
promises to make this the most bitterly fought 
battle on labor legislation since the passage 
of Taft-Hartley itself. Here’s how you can 
help make the will of the people known:

LIBERTIES MUST BE EARNED 
Those of us who were born 
and raised in this nation and 
to whom citizenship was a birth­ 
right, commonly take our rights 
and freedoms for granted. Too 
often we forget that they must 
be 
constantly and zealously 
guarded if they are to endure. 
A short time ago, J, K. Jamie­ 
son, president of the Humble 
Oil & Refining Company, spoke 
at naturalization ceremonies in 
a federal 
District Court in 
Texas. The speaker himself had 
acquired his citizenship in May 
of this year. And he told his 
audience of new citizens some 
very Important truths. As he 
put it, “ Individual freedom Is 
secure only when a limit Is 
set to the dominion of man 
over man. This is precisely 
what the American Constitution 
and the Bill of Rights seek to 
do. They rest on the funda­ 
mental proposition of the in­ 
tegrity of the human person.” 
Then, a little later on, he 
said: “ Americans can expect 
to enjoy the privileges of citi­ 
zenship only as they shoulder 
the 
corresponding 
burdens. 
And, what are these burdens? 
What 
are these obligations? 
Among 
them are 
certainly 
these; to educate ourselves on 
public issues and to exercise 
. our right to cast an informed 
vote in local, state and na­ 
tional elections; to contribute 
our time and money according 
to our means for the better­ 
ment 
of the community In 
which we live; and, above all, 
by doing all these things, learn 
the art of living together upon 
which an ordered liberty de­ 
pends.” 
We must earn our liberties— 
earn them again and again— 
if we are to perpetuate them.

NEW 
YORK (AP) — The 
most hated word in the war in 
Viet Nam is — ambush. 
It is also the most controver­ 
sial word. 
It grates on the ears of UJS. 
m ilitary 
commanders 
over 
there. It grates on the ears of 
civilians here. Butthewordam* 
bush will remain reluctantly 
active in our vocabulary as long 
as we are battling in places 
such as Southeast Asia. 
There is no other word in the 
language that 
presently de­ 
scribes better the kind of war­ 
fare going on there, unless it be 
the 
term 
"bushwhacking,** 
which is hardly more accepta­ 
ble. For being ambushed or 
bushwhacked amounts to the 
same thing. 
The dictionary defines am­ 
bush as "a trap in which con­ 
cealed persons lie in wait to at­ 
tack by surprise.” 
Military commanders hate to 
admit their troops have been 
ambushed because this Implies 
to many they may have been 
derelict in their duty. Theoreti­ 
cally, soldiers aren't supposed 
to enter enemy traps or be 
caught by surprise. The word 
has an inescapably derogatory 
ring to it — unless you are the 
one who has done the ambush­ 
ing. Then it sounds fine. 


Take an instance reported in 
recent news dispatches. 
Last Sunday in a jungle battle 
at the edge of a rubber planta­ 
tion 35 miles northwest of Sai­ 
gon a battalion of the famous 
"Big Red One” — the UJS, 1st 
Infantry Division— killed 200 or 
more Viet Cong. The battalion 
suffered its heaviest casualties 
of the war. 
A UJS. spokesman described 
the action as "a meeting en­ 
gagement.” 
"It was a big ambush,” said a 
young officer In the field. 
Who was right? Both were. 
It’s a queston of semantics. 
The American column was on 
what is called a "search and 
destroy” mission. Its men were 
looking for the enemy, trying to 
provoke them into battle. The 
waiting Viet Cong, dug In and 
well-camouflaged, 
fired first 
from positions along a jungle 
road. 
Both 
sides 
got what they 
wanted, and each paid a price. 
The Viet Cong executed an am­ 
bush. We had a "meeting en­ 
gagement.” This- probably will 
be the rough pattern of the war 
for some time to come. 
Our purpose is to destroy the 
enemy In battle. If he won't 
come to us, Inevitably we will 
have to go to him. 


WASHINGTON — P r e s i d e n t 
Johnson Is almost certain to 
curtail the White House social 
season 
when he returns to 
Washington after Christm as. 
With casualties in Viet Nam 
running 
high, 
the President 
doesn't believe it's a good idea 
to put the White House in the 
position of giving gay parties. 
The dinner for Princess Mar­ 
garet had been scheduled weeks 
in advance, and no one knew 
that the Viet Nam fighting was 
going to be disastrous that week. 
Nevertheless some people got 
a sour reaction from the festiv­ 
ities. 
The Impression has prevailed 
in 
Washington social circles 
that the Johnsons have been try­ 
ing to emulate the Kennedys 
society-wise. Jackie Kennedy 
had a lot of New York friends 
whom she imported for her gay­ 
est parties, and there were 
several occasions when they 
danced 
the twist all night. 
Breakfast was served about 5 
a.m. 
The Johnsons have not im­ 
ported New York's cafe society 
nor have they danced all night. 
A good many of the parties have 
entertained Congress and were 
highly successful as evidenced 
by the record number of bills 
passed by the President at the 
last session. 
But with coffins and hospital 
planes now coming back from 
Saigon, 
White House dinners 
will be on a much more modest 
scale and dancing will probably 
be cut out entirely. 
NEXT DEFENSE CHIEF 
If and when Secretary of De­ 
fense McNamara moves over 
to the White House to become 
Assistant President, replacing 
McGeorge Bundy, the man who 
will replace him in the Penta­ 
gon Is Cyrus R, Vance, now 
Deputy Secretary of Defense.

council. 
He has been under pressure to 
replace the oldsters with young­ 
er men this week at the AFL- 
CIO convention in San Francis­ 
co. Otherwise, he faces a floor 
fight that might divide labor, 
perhaps 
jeopardize 
his own 
position. 
As a result, Meany has been 
busy behind the scenes trying 
to persuade some of the retired 
union presidents who have been 
helping 
him run the executive 
council to bow out. 
They are reluctant to lose their 
voice In the labor movement and 
to give up the annual council 
meetings at Miami Beach. They 
look upon themselves as elder 
statesmen, whose experience 
entitles them to continue to help 
decide AFL-CIO policy. 


Among those Meany is coax­ 
ing to get off the executive 
council are Harry C. Bates, 83,

SANTA

RIFE, Canary Islands AP — A 
chartered Spanish DC 3 plane 
carrying Scandinavian tourists 
crashed into a house and burned 
after taking off from Santa Cruz 
in a windy rainstorm Tuesday 
night, killing all 
32 persons 
aboard. Two occupants of the 
house were gravely injured. 
Officials said the plane appar­ 
ently was turning back to the 
Rodeos airport on this Spanish 
Atlantic island with one engine 
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on fire. It had started for Las 
Palmas on Grand Canary Is­ 
land. 
The twln-englne plane carried 
28 passengers and a crew of 
four. The passengers were be­ 
lieved to have been Swedes, 
Danes and Norwegians on a hol­ 
iday.

Missourian Flies 
Own ‘Airy Plane’

CARTHAGE, Mo. (AP)—WU- 
bur 
Staib 
of 
Diamond, 
calls his creation an “airy 
plane** and that’s what it is. 
The little open-air plane, test­ 
ed recently at the Carthage 
Municipal Airport, is similar in 
design and appearance to the 
original Wright brothers craft 
of the early 1900*s. 
But it isn't the first one built 
by the 
51-year-old Staib, a 
World War II pilot instructor. 
He has built four small planes 
including one which held the 
title of the world’s smallest 
plane until a rival built and 
flew one just a bit smaller. 
Staib, who by day helps in 
building 
rocket 
engines 
at 
Rocket dyne in Neosho, con­ 
structed his new “airy plane** 
during a three to four month 
period last winter, doing most 
of the work in the garage at 
his home. Scrap aviation tubing 
was used for the framework, 
regulation fabric for the wing 
covering and aviation cables 
for the controls. But there the 
similarity to a factory made 
plane stops. One gallon paint 
thinner cans were used for the 
gas tanks; the wheels are simi­ 
lar to those used on loading dol­ 


lies; the propellers are special­ 
ly made and the power comes 
from a pair 
of chain saw 
motors 
delivering only ten 
horsepower each. 
Staib is joined in his en-' 
thusiasm for his experimental 
craft by his wife, Irene. While 
she isn’t a pilot herself, she ac­ 
companies him on his trial 
flights and offers pre-and post­ 
flight suggestions and observa­ 
tions. 
After a few yanks on the 
starter cables, much like start­ 
ing a power lawn mower, the 
engines snap to life and Staib 
taxies down the runway for a 
takeoff at about 50 miles an 
hour. 
The plane climbs to about 40 
feet, which is the highest yet 
attempted during the testing of 
the plane, and levels off for a 
short flight 
before touching 
down at the far end of the run­ 
way. 
Staib says the maneuverabili­ 
ty is good and prospects for 
more extended flights excellent, 
but first a few improvements 
will be made. 
After the improvements and 
tests are completed, he hopes 
to develop plans and possibly 
kits which would permit home 
construction by others interest-

“ Vengeance is a big factor in 
this 
thing and we’re handi­ 
capped by the lack of public 
cooperation.

tips on these slayings.” 
Sherry said “ Practically all 
these slayings involve punks 
gone wild. TTiere’s no big over­ 
lord sitting on a throne. Nobo­ 
dy's trying to grab power or 
jurisdiction over any organized 
racket. 
“ The majority oi these kill­ 
ings are among punks with no 
regard for human life.” 
Sherry counts a dozen of the 
slayings as the result of a feud 
between two gang tactions, one 
led by the three McLaughlin 
brothers of Charlestown and the 
other by Jam es (Buddy) Mc­ 
Lean of Somerville. 
“ And the feud,” said Snerry, 
“ apparently continues although 
McLean and two McLaughlins 
were killed and the third Me- 
Claughlin is under a death sen­ 
tence for murder. 
“ We feel the other murders 
were the result of double-cross­ 
es In such rackets as counter­ 
feiting, narcotics and shyiock- 
ing” — money lending at usur- 
ous rates. 
Police Chief Thomas J. O'­ 
Brien had this to say about the 
slayings: 
“ I felt that when the so-called 
groups from Somerville and 
Charlestown were pretty neai 
depleted that it would be over, 
but they seem as if they’re 
going to continue it. Evidently it 
s covering a vaster area than 
we first thought.” 
O'Brien 
pointed 
out 
that 
there’s 
$2.5 million kicking 
around from the nation’s two 
biggest cash robberies — the 
Brink’s robbery in Boston in 
1950 
and 
the still-unsolved 
Plymouth mail truck robbery of 
1962. 
C/Brien said there’s the possi­ 
bility one group is trying to ex­ 
tort money from the men who 


have it and that a second group 
was hired to eliminate the 
shakedown men. 
Of the McLean-McLaughlin 
feud, Sherry said: 
“ This dates back four years 
during a beach party at Salisbu­ 
ry Beach, a tevorite resort on 
the 
Northern 
Massachusetts 
seacoast. 
“ George McLaughlin is sup­ 
posed to have made an insulting 
pass at McLean’s girl friend or 
wife. McLean gave McLaughlin 
the beating of his life, sending 
him to a hospital. 
“ A few days later McLean 
spotted some men planting a 
five-stick bundle of dynamite in 
his parked car. McLean fired a 
shot at the men and they fled. 
Not long afterward, George's 
brother, Bernard McLaughlin, 
51, a reputed strong-arm in the 
loan shark business, was shot 
dead on busy City Square, Char­ 
lestown, during the noon hour. 
“Like all the other slayings,” 
Sherry said, “ we could never 
get any witnesses and we had to 
release McLean.” 
Edward 
J. 
(Punchy) 
Mc­ 
Laughlin, 4G, was victim No. 24. 
He was shot Oct. 20 after two 
previous attempts on his life. On 
the second try gunmen had shot 
off his right hand. 
Nine days later Buddy Mcv- 
Lean became victim No. 25. 
Punchy 
McLaughlin 
was 
killed at a bus stop en route to 
the murder trial of his brother, 
George, 37. 
Sherry 
said 
“ Punchy was 
carrying a paper bag when he 
was shot. He passed it to a 
woman passer-by and told her 
to get rid of it. 
“ He took the precaution to get 
the gun off his person, but with 
his dying breath he wouldn't tell 
us who shot him.” 
The investigator said “ Punchy 
knew for a long time he was 
going to make the *hit* list. But 
like all the others like him he 
wouldn’t help us, even though 
he once used the police us a 
shield against his assassins. 
“ He was in a department 
store when he saw his would-be 
killers waiting for him outside. 
Punchy picked an item off a 
counter and stuffed it in his 
pocket. He was arrested for 
shoplifting and escorted out of 
store by two police officers 
just as he had planned.” 
George McLaughlin was con­ 
victed and sentenced to death 
last October for killing a young 
bank clerk — victim No. 1 —at 
a christening party. 
The bloodiest day in the gang­ 
land war was last Nov. 15 when 
gunmen killed three men in two 
separate shootings. 
Gov. John A. Volpe said he is 
“ amazed and appalled” by the 
extent of the brazen killings and 
recently 
called for renewed 
police action to bring them to a 
halt. 
As one step, Massachusetts 
Atty. Gen. Edward W. Brooke 
recommended 
legislation to 
provide detective staffs in the 
offices of district attorneys and 
increase the budget of the state 
police. 
Also proposed were the use of 
grand 
juries 
to supplement 
police investigations of the slay­ 
ings and the enactment of stric­ 
ter laws regulating the purchase 
and concealment of weapons.

NEW YORK (AP) — “ CBS 
Reports” review Tuesday night 
of the Los Angeles disturbances 
in August failed to add much to 
the average, newspaper-reading 
citizen’s 
knowledge 
of 
the 
frightening Watts riots. It did 
serve as a dramatic reminder 
that they could break out again 
— perhaps in other places, in 
other summers or any season at 
all. 
The hour program primarily 
was devoted to reshowlng some 
of what narrator Bill Stout 
called “the incredihle scene” of 
a civil war waged on the streets 
of a big, modern city. The pro­ 
gram also had the advantage of 
being able to refer constantly to 
the McCone report to Califor­ 
nia’s governor which was re­ 
leased the day before. 
The question to which the pro­ 
gram promised an answer — 
was the outbreak of violence, 
arson and looting a riot or a 
revolt? — was answered almost 
perfunctorily. It was a revolt, 
said the narrator, paraphrasing 
a McCone report conclusion, “a 
form less, 
hopeless 
striking 
out.” But obviously the real 
answer is much more complex 
than that. 
Even if the program was not 
able to do much to further illu­ 
minate a dark subject, it did 
give CBS a chance to show- 
some very dram atic,and fright­ 
ening, film taken at the height 
of the troubles. 
ABC’s “ F Troop” is really 
Sergeant Bilko transported to 
the post-Civil War West. It also 
bears a resemblance to those 
wild, broad comedies of the si­ 
lent movies. Most weeks it is a 
fast, funny and raucous show. 
Forrest Tucker, who plays the 
cavalry sergeant, is as adroit a 
con man as Phil Silvers ever 
was, but considerably less noisy 
and devious. The captain is a 
simple-minded, accident-prone 
little fellow who evokes sympa­ 
thy. 
It may be a show primarily 
for the young audience, but on 
most Tuesday nights, it is the 
brightest thing in its time slot.

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Heavier Use Of 
Dear Santa! 
Helicopter Seen

WASHINGTON (AP) — UJk 
forces probably will use intensi­ 
fied “roving strikes” by heli­ 
copter-borne 
fighting 
men 
against a heavier inflow of Com­ 
munist 
North 
Vietnamese 
troops. 
Barring a major change in 
national policy, it is considered 
highly unlikely that the United 
States will send troops into Laos 
to form a fence to cut off tee 
movement of North Vietnamese 
regulars into beleaguered South 
Viet Nam. Also, Cambodia's 
professed neutrality will be re­ 
spected, even though UJ3. offi­ 
cials believe Communist troops 
have used that country as a 
sanctuary. 
This picture emerged from 
^-interviews with top sources fa­ 
miliar with the planning in the 
growing war in Viet Nam. 
Ifxere is a body of opinion in 
the military which fcvors the 
idea of sending UJS, troops into 
Laos and thus to try to sever the 
infiltration lines over which a 
growing number of North Viet­ 
nam ese regulars are believed 
moving south. 
As one source put it, “It's bet­ 
ter to put a bucket under the 
faucet than to try to mop up the 
floor.*' 
Within 
the present policy, 
sources said, the United States 
is basically fighting a strategic 
defensive in its efforts to save 
South Viet Nam from being 
overrun by the Communists. 
*The best way to do this, ex­ 
perts said, is to take the tactical 
offensive — “to find the Com­ 
munists 
and 
cut 
them 
to 
pieces.” 
This is a course of action 
which 
US. 
ground 
combat 
forces have been following for 
months and which apparently 
will be amplified. 
Officials 
cite 
the 
recent 
bloody battle in the la Drang 
Valley as an example of what 
could be expected in the future. 
In that running fight, troopers 
of the UiL 1st Cavalry, Airmo­ 
bile, Division and their South 
Vietnamese allies killed nearly 
2,300 of the enemy. UJL bosses 
totaled less than 10 per cent of 
the Communist dead. 
There is every indication that 
the section of the infiltration 
network extending from North 
Viet Nam through Laos is in for 
some heavy aerial pounding. 
Information 
available here 
suggests that the Communists 
have 
made progressive im­ 
provements over the past year 
in their ability to move both 
northward 
and 
southward 
through Laos. 
Olie Informant saliTthere is 
'% significant amount of evi­ 
dence that the roads have been 
improved and that the network 
of roads and trails has been ex­ 
tended.” 
A key fector in weighing the 
Impact of increased Communist 
infiltration is an evaluation of 


the capability oi the Commu­ 
nists to sustain their forces. 
This is still an imponderable, 
U-S. sources said. 
UJS. authorities here estimate 
the North 
Vietnamese 
have 
about 30 battalions in South Viet 
Nam. 
Assuming they double their 
forces, the sources said, it is 
estimated it would take about 90 
tons of supplies a day to main­ 
tain a force of this size. 
North Vietnamese battalions 
total about 400 or 500 men each. 
At this level, 60 battalions would 
total some 30,000 men. 
In the light of this, UjS, au­ 
thorities consider of vital im­ 
portance roving 
strikes into 
areas where the Communists 
have built up arm s and food 
caches. 
If 
the 
infiltration 
routes • 
through Laos come under heavy 
air attack, the North Vietnam­ 
ese and their Viet Cong allies 
would have to fall back on these 
stored-up stocks. Destroy these 
stocks, and the enemy has been 
dealt a serious blow, officials 
said. 
_ In the same context, author­ 
ities rate as of prim ary impor­ 
tance the protection of the rice 
crop in South Viet Nam by UJS. 
and South Vietnamese forces. 
This is intended to keep an es­ 
sential food source from the 
Communist enemy. 
It is clear that UJL author­ 
ities are placing strong reliance 
on the helicopter movement of 
American and South Vietnam­ 
ese troops from one battlefield 
to another as a means to coun­ 
ter anticipated larger-scale in­ 
filtration. 
'Hie 
said that 
the 
Allied 
forces can use the roving strike 
technique to shift their base of 
operations and area of opera­ 
tions swiftly. 
The 1st Cavalry, a special air 
mobile outfit, has 428 helicop­ 
ters to lift its troopers. The 
Army's 1st Infantry Division, 
though not called air mobile, 
has 97 helicopters. Chopper 
companies are available to oth­ 
er UJ>, ground combat forces. 
Top UjS. 'eaders have made it 
clear that the United States will 
continue to build up its helicop­

Premier Ky Makes 
Mark In Viet Nam 


SAIGON, South 
Viet Nam 
(AP) — In a country where 
good government has come to* 
mean any government that can 
survive for more than Just a few 
weeks, Prem ier Nguyen Cao Ky 
has made something of a mark. 
By 
mid-December 
he will 
have held power for six months. 
Few expected this when he took 
over the government in mid- 
June as the front man for the 
group of 4'Young Turk** gener­ 
als who wield the real power in 
South Viet Nam. 
'Die civilian government that 
preceeded Ky collapsed under 
the weight of political rivalry 
*and bickering. 
Many thought that Ky, 35, 
who as Vietnamese air force 
commander cut a dashing fig­ 
ure in the skies and on the bou­ 
levards of Saigon, was a politi­ 
cal amateur. He was expected 
either to tire soon of the rigors 
of premiership and resign, or 
get edged out in the backroom 
byplay of military politics. 
Ky hasn't tired of politics, 
mainly because he doesn't play 
them. He has no mandate from 
the people. Ky rules by decree 
and with the approval of the 
generals in the back room. The 
generals have made it clear 
that as long as Ky wants the job 
of premier he can have it — as 
long as he doesn't step on their 
toes. 
r„ 
Ky, in a »• ie rte s of public 
speeches and decrees, has at­ 
tempted to force industry and 
honesty upon his war-weary and 


politically disillusioned nation. 
Early in his reign he pro­ 
claimed austerity m easures, 
broke off diplomatic relations 
with France and officially de­ 
clared war on the Viet Cong 
guerrillas. 
But after six months, it is 
Ky’s record time in office, rath­ 
e r than what he has done, that 
distinguishes his regime. 
When he became prem ier, the 
American mission in Viet Nam 
did not seem concerned about 
whether he was good, bad or 
indifferent. 
In 20 months, between the 
overthrow and murder of Presi- 
’ dent Ngo Dlnh Diem and the 
appointment of Ky, Viet Nam 
had gone through three coup 
d'etats, four attempted coups, 
and 19 government reshuffles. 
UJSc policy was to get a gov­ 
ernment of stability, and stabili­ 
ty was equated with survival. 
“ W ell take anyone, as long as 
he stays there," one official was 
quoted as saying at the time. 
Ky has stayed put. But he 
started from rock bottom, and 
the shadow of the war has dark­ 
ened all his actions. 
The political problem for the 
United States in Viet Nam has 
not been to get a democratic 
government. That wish can be 
realized only far in the future. 
The main prohlem was to get 
an effective government. Ky 
has these actions to his credit so 
far: 
He has gathered around him a 
group of young m inisters and

aides who talk enthusiastically 
about South Viet Nam's future, 
and who are prepared to listen 
to American “ elder statesm an" 
advice about government, nota­ 
bly from UJJ. Ambassador Hen­ 
ry Cabot Lodge. 
Ky is not a military dictator. 
He is chief spokesman and ex­ 
ecutive leader of a nine-man 
national leadership committee 
of the top generals. This group 
has presented a united military 
front for the first time, stilling 
religious and student opposition 
to central authority. Ky does not 
intend to suffer the fate of the 
form er strongman, Gen. Nguy­ 
en Khanh, who was destroyed 
because civilian opposition pen­ 
etrated the chinks of the arm or 
of the military group supporting 
him. Ky has no chinks. 
Ky improved the morale of 
the armed forces by raising 
their pay 40 per cent and liber­ 
alizing 
promotions. Whether 
these measures will counteract 
the impact of morale from a 
recent Communist attacks re­ 
mains to be seen. 
Ky has attempted to come to 
grips with the problems of rural 
pacification by Introducing a 
land 
reform 
program, and 
training cadres to work among 
villagers. The reform program 
has hardly gotten off the ground 
because much of the land he is 
giving away is in the hands of 
the Viet Cong. And Ky is finding 
it as difficult as his predeces­ 
sors to get people Interested 
enough in working in the vil­ 
lages on pacification 
proj­ 
ects. 
Ky has attempted to Improve 
his image at home and abroad 
by traveling and by sending his 
attractive wife, Mai, to charity 
functions and hospitals. But Ky 
has found that popularity is elu­ 
sive. To Vietnamese living out­ 
side the cities, Ky is just anoth­ 
er name. Vietnamese have be­ 
come cynical about their lead­ 
ers and don't seem to take them 
seriously. Ky has yet to spark 
much enthustam. 
He has attempted to tackle 
some major problems. One of 
these is corruption, a perma­ 
nent canker within Vietnamese 
official don. 
His record on this so far is 
good. Ky has followed up public 
statements 
with action. One 
province chief had connections 
with top generals but made the 
mistake of openly antagonizing 
and intimidating the UJ5. aid 
mission. The UJS. mission with­ 
drew aid from the province to 
force Ky's hand. After a cliff- 
hanging few weeks, Ky fired the 
province chief. 
The corruption problem re­ 
mains a big one. Even Ky him­ 
self is accused of it, but not be­ 
cause of any proven acts. The 
Vietnamese remember the re­ 
cent slayer of the corruption 
dragon, Gen. Khanh —- whom 
the new government accused of 
getting away with millions of 
dollars of UJS. aid money. 
No preparations have been 
made for any transfer of politi­ 
cal power from the military, 
and Viet Nam can expect Ky to 
remain prem ier as long as he 
wants or until some new power 
alignment takes place in the 
military junta. This last seems 
far off. 
Ky and the UJS. mission in 
Saigon 
have 
spoken vaguely 
about elections in a couple of 
years, but this seems just a sop 
to the Saigon intellectuals. The 
experiment with civilian gov­ 
ernment in the past two years 
failed because of the power 
realities in Viet Nam. The mili­ 
tary is the only cohesive power 
here.

WASHINGTON (AP) — What 
happens to the "grand old man" 
is one of the differences be­ 
tween a democratic society and 
a dictatorship of left or rlgit.ln 
a democratic society he gener­ 
ally has a bumpy tim e. 
Last Sunday's blow to French 
President Charles de Gaulle's 
pride was just the latest exam­ 
ple. His people, felling to give 
him enough votes to re-elect 
him, forced him into a runoff 
election later this month. 
But 
in other democracies 
great postwar leaders were 
nudged hard enough to make 
them realize they had outlived 
their political usefulness. 
The British did it to their be­ 
loved Sir Winston Churchill in 
1955 when he was 80 and too fee* 
ble to do his job. The men clos­ 
est to him urged him to quit as 
prim e minister, and he did, al­ 
though he lived 10 years after 
that. 
As chancellor of West Germa­ 
ny for 14 years, Konrad Adenau­ 
er had led his country from the 
ruins of war to bulging prosperi­ 
ty. His own party forced him 
out in 1963 when he was 87. 
There's no danger of an old- 
tim er freezing to his job in this 
country with its elections every 
four years and a two-term limit 
on the presidency. 
In India one of the most im­ 
portant leaders of the 20th cen­ 
tury seemed bound to stay in 
the saddle indefinitely, although 
India was a democracy, be­ 
cause no one like him was in 
sight and he had trained no one. 
This was Jawaharlal Nehru, 
who had been prime minister 
since India got its Independence 
from Britain in 1947. But he died 
in 1964 at 74. 
It was the death of his great 
friend, the man who had be­ 
come India's patron saint, Mo­ 
handas Gandhi, which illustrat­ 
ed something else about demo­ 
cratic societies. 
In them it seems easier for 
violent death to remove a lead­ 
e r, no matter how popular he is, 
while he is out moving among 
the public, than it is in a dicta­ 
torship. 
This is what happened to Gan­ 
dhi, shot to death in 1948 by a 
Hindu extremist who wanted no 
part of brotherly relations with 
the Moslems. Gandhi, then 78, 
had just finished a fast intended 
to soften Hlndu-Moslem enmity. 
The assassination of President 
John F . Kennedy is a prime ex­ 
ample, too. 
But the long life and unchal­ 
lenged tenure of the dictators — 
o r the leaders of a dictatorial 
regime of left or right — has 
plenty of examples. 
Joseph Stalin, one of the mon­ 
sters of history, died in 1953 at 
73 after 23 years as the iron 
boss of Russia.

Russia Blasts 
U. S. Policies 
M06COW (AP) — Prem ier 
Alexei N. Kosygin has accused 
the United States of whipping 
up war tensions, arming West 
Germany against the Soviet Un­ 
ion and killing defenseless peo­ 
ple in Viet Nam. 
In a restatement of recent So­ 
viet comments on foreign af. 
fairs, Kosygin said Soviet lead­ 
ers could not meet with Presi­ 
dent Johnson so long as the war 
in Viet Nam continues. 
Kosygin's rem arks, reported 
today 
by the official Soviet 
news agency Tass, were made 
Monday in an interview with 
James Reston, an associate edi­ 
tor of the New York Times. 
It was the third interview 
Kosygin has given to a foreign 
journalist since he succeeded 
Prem ier Nikita Khrushchev in 
October 1964. A Turkish jour­ 
nalist and a British newspaper 
owner saw him earlier. 
Kosygin concluded the inter­ 
view with an expression of hope 
that war would not hang over 
the world —after earlier accus­ 
ing the United States of "creat­ 
ing an atmosphere conducive to 
w ar" in Europe. 
"We do not want tension built 
up in any part of the world," 
Kosygin said. "We want to bend 
every effort in every part of the 
world to achieve these ends. 
"To this effort, the United 
States is the principal b arrier. 
"We could have the best pos­ 
sible relations with the Ameri­ 
can people. We value the Amer­ 
ican people's wisdom, talents 
and abillties-all their achieve­ 
ments. We are ready to learn 
from them to develop tech­ 
nology and science, and to or­ 
ganize production." 
This kind of statement is sel­ 
dom heard publicly in the So­ 
viet Union and was not imme­ 
diately published here. The rest 
of Kosygin's rem arks followed 
lines made fem iliar by Pravda 
editorials denouncing the United 
States.

De Gaulle Failure

WASHINGTON (AP) — Al­ 
though Big Charley lost a few 
Inches Sunday when he felled to 
win re-election to a seven-year 
term in the French presidency, 
it was not his greatest feilure, 
as he admitted, unintentionally. 
From the end of the war until 
1958 France was a travesty on 
political stability. It had so 
many political parties, from fer 
left to fer right. There was only 
government by crisis, (fcie gov­ 
ernment after another fell. 
The process was endless and 
France 
was 
dwindling into 
chaos when in 1958 It recalled 
Charles de Gaulle from retire­ 
ment to take over. It was so 
flattering to his ego that he 
couldn't conceal it. 
He told a news conference 
Frenchmen cried "LongliveDe 
Gaulle" instinctively when they 
were in anguish. He set out to 
give the French a new sense of 
destiny, a new sense of pride. 
And France prospered. 
But, while De Gaulle can be 
gracious, this is not the same as 


graceful. And there was nothing 
graceful about his appeal to the 
French people a month ago to 
re-elect him. 
He warned them that if he 
was not re-elected, the country 
would collapse. This was his ego 
again, of course: the indispen­ 
sable man. But it blinded him to 
the significance of what his in- 
dispensability meant. 
It was this: In seven years he 
had felled to provide the French 
people with, or guide them to­ 
ward, a more mature political 
system which could save the 
country from the kind of insta­ 
bility which had almost de­ 
stroyed it before he arrived. 
Last 
Sunday 
the 
French 
showed they didn't think he was 
totally indispensable. He got 
about 44.5 per cent of the vote 
and now must fece his leading 
opponent, leftist Francois Mit­ 
terrand, supported by Socialists 
and Communists, in a run-off 
December 19. 
Why did the French fell to 
give him the majority he needed 
for election Sunday? The rea­ 
sons are not clear but perhaps 


they 
finally 
realized 
that, 
despite his dreams about the 
new grandeur of France, he 
stood for negation. 
He sneered at the Anglo4ux- 
ons — meaning Americans and 
British — and banned the Brit­ 
ish from the European Common 
Market; proposed neutralizing 
Southeast Asia; recognized the 
sovereignty 
of 
Red 
China; 
seemed well on his way to 
wrecking the NATO alliance; 
and talked of France leading a 
third world — between the West 
and communism <— made up of 
the nations of Africa, Asia, and 
Latin America. 
But while he was undermining 
the Western alliance, he was 
providing nothing in its place. 
Raymond Aron, one of France's 
most influential political com­ 
mentators, said Europe could 
"not afford two De Gaulles." 
Sir Winston Churchill in 1945 
told President Franklin D.Roo­ 
sevelt, "lam sure that in the 
long run no understanding will 
be reached with De Gaulle." 
In the opening of his memoirs, 
De Gaulle says all his life has 
been possessed by a vision of 
France as "dedicated to an emi­ 
nent and exceptional destiny.” 
Historians will spend a lot of 
time trying to analyse his ego 
which has been so crude as to 
seem eccentric. 
A year ago former President 
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Harry 
S. 
Truman, 
after 
watching De Gaulle for years, 
said he sounds "like Napoleon 
brandy with a strong dash of 
Machiavellian cynicism. He is 
in any event over a century too 
late."

his life for this effort but more 
than 3,000 copies of his new 
Testament were printed 
and 
sold before his death. By this 
time Gutenberg had 
invented 
printing with movable type in 
Germany and this soon spread 
into England, and within three 
years after the death of Tyndale, 
copies of the Bible, printed in 
English, were in every pulpit 
in England. Other translations 
appeared, one of them known as 
the Bishop's Bible, which be­ 
came the official church Bible 


of that time. 
In the early part of the seven­ 
teenth century, King Jam es ap­ 
pointed a group of scholars 
to prepare a new version of 
the Bible and in 1611 the edition, 
known as the King Jam es, or 
authorized version, was coming 
from the presses, and this Bible 
gradually replaced all other 
versions. 


In 1870 another group of Eng­ 
lish scholars revised the King 
Jam es version, and this was 
published 1881-85 and this was 
known as the English revised 
•version. In 1901, an edition 
was published in America and 
is known as the American stan­ 
dard edition of the revised ver­ 
sion. 
The Rev. Mr. Wagner said that 
no translation or version of the 
Bible can be final as long as 
men continue, with pick 
and 
shovels, to find new manu­ 
scripts and texts which throw 
new light upon the scriptures.

NEW YORK (A P) — What's 
the best way to keep prices 
from rising too high too fiist? 
President Johnson thinks the 
way is to put government pres* 
sure on businessmen and bank­ 
ers to hold the price and inter* 
est lines. W illiam McChesney 
Martin thinks the better way is 
to take some of the speculative 
steam out of the money and 
credit markets. 
Each is going his own way 
now. And the country should 
soon see which method works 
the better, or if neither works. 
The President has used feder­ 
al defense stockpiles, White 
House supervision of labor ne­ 
gotiations, controls dubbed vol­ 
untary against the sending by 
businessmen or bankers of UjS. 
dollars abroad where they can 
earn higher returns. The Presi­ 
dent thinks all this w ill hold the 
economy on the fairly steady 
upvnrd course of the last five 
yr-.ro. 
The Federal Reserve Board is 
taking a different tack. It is 
raising the discount rate, usual­ 
ly regarded as the pace-setter 
for the cost of borrowing. It 
thinks that w ill cool down an 
incipient speculative boom that 
could send prices sky high if too 
much money and credit is float­ 
ing around. 
W ill other interest rates rise 
fast? Some 
may follow the 
Fed's discount rate, which is 
what it charges banks for mon­ 
ey they borrow to lend to busi­ 
nessmen. 
But many observers note that 
interest rates have been going 
up steadily for some tim e. In 
that sense, the Fed is following 
the trend, not setting it. 
Yields of U .S. Treasury se­ 
curities have gone well above 
the 4.5 per cent which the Fed­ 
eral Reserve w ill now charge 
the 
banks. The commercial 
banks themselves have been 
lending to most businessmen 
well above the 4.5 per cent 
prime rate they list officially. 
Interest rates that lending 
institutions pay for deposits 
also have gone up in recent 
months. Savers 
have had a 
choice: higher rates at the com­ 
m ercial and savings banks and 
the savings and loan associa­ 
tions, or corporate and gov- 
erment

yields unmatched for

years. 
And for Americans there was 
a temptation to send their sav­ 
ings abroad to get still higher 
returns there. 
Interest rates in themselves

A bomb 
struck the ship just afterwards. 
“ I remember looking at the 
clock,” he said. “ It was 18 
minutes since the attack began 
but it seemed a lot, lot longer.”

Overloaded Trucks .Menace 


By JAMES W. HERRON

ST. LOUIS — Cross-country 
trucks deliberately overloaded 
—to the point where they fre­ 
quently become unmanageable 
suffer blowouts and cannot be 
stopped within a reasonable dis­ 
tance — are adding to the 
hazards of area motorists. 
These are the boxcars of the 
highways whose drivers dodge 
weight stations, a game with 
potentially deadly consequences 
at which they have become ex­ 
perts. 
The Missouri Highway Patrol 
is engaged In a serious game 
of hide-and-seek with 
these 
truckers handling Illegal loads 
to make more money. 
A great majority 
of 
the 
truckers are honest and realize 
the patrol’s campaign has as 
one objective the protection of 


them from unfair competition. 
Sgt. 
Raymond Bilbrey, for 
the last nine years In charge 
of policing truck 
violations 
for the Patrol’s Troop “ C” , 
pointed 
out 
the overloaded 
trucks are breaking down sur­ 
faces of highways and streets. 
Overloading speeds up “wash 
boarding” — buckling asphalt 
Into ridges at stop signs — 
helps rut asphalt pavements 
and contributes to cracking con­ 
crete roadways. 
Sergeant BUbrey Is In charge 
of 5 weight stations and two 
portable weight units In Troop 
” C” , which are manned by the 
Patrol’s 
Commercial Motor 
Vehicle Divison. The 
port­ 
able units are the weapons for 
catching the Intentionally over­ 
weight truck on the streets and 
highways 
of 
St. Louis, St. 
Louis County and the eight other 
counties In Troop “ C” . 


Main targets of the patrols 
enforcement of truck laws In 
the St. Louis area are the long- 
haul trucks which can move 
across the state and Interstate 
highways, easily dodging the 
24 permanent scale houses In 
operation 
In Missouri, and 
some local haulers who over­ 
loaded out-dated rigs to move 
freight on heavily traveled area 
roadways. 
“ Most truckers are 
Inter­ 
ested In obeying the law,” Ser­ 
geant Bilbrey Is quick to point 
out. “ It’s the few who aren’t 
that are the problem and they’re 
the ones you don't catch at the 
permanent weight stations.” 
On Interstate 70, one of the 
busiest truck routes 
In the 
state, there are two scales 
just east of Kansas City and 
two at St. Peters, west of St. 
Louis. A trucker can dodge 
them bv taking short detours 


points out. The largest number 
of men assigned to any scale 
Is four at St. Peters. It would 
take six men to run the scale 
around the clock each day. Sick 
leave, vacations and leave days 
take their toll. As an example, 
the scale at St. Peters was In 
operation 
only 27 eight-hour 
shifts of a possible 84 shifts 
during a month this summer. 
“ The men have to answer the 
telephone when it rings,” Ser­ 
geant Bilbrey said. “ You never 
know when an Important call 
may come In.” 
Sergeant Bilbrey and his men 
learn that truckers are detour- 
lng 
around a scale through 
complaints 
from 
residents 
along the detour route com­ 
plaining of the noise of the 
trucks and damage to their 
streets. Highway maintenance 
men relay word to the patrol 
when they find damage from

and cross the state on a major 
Interstate highway with little 
risk of being weighed. 
That’s not to say that over­ 
weight trucks are not detected 
at the scales. Last year 25.177 
arrests were made for truck­ 
ing violations In the state and 
the bulk of those were as a 
result of checks at a weight 
station. An estimated 10,000 or 
more were overweight viola­ 
tions. But, 
Sergeant Bilbrey 
points out that the bulk of a r­ 
rests at scales do not Involve 
wilful weight violators. 
They 
are caused, he said, by shift­ 
ing of the load so that 
a 
greater weight than Is lawful 
Is resting on an axle and by 
negligent weighing at the truck 
terminal. 
“ 'Hie habitual offender would 
be a fool to drive up to the 
scale,” Sergeant Bilbrey said 
“ He’s the guy we have to try 
to catch with 
our portable 
rigs.” 
Truckers wishing to 
avoid 
being weighed at a scale often 
stop 
several miles 
before 
reaching the scale and 
call 
ahead to see If it Is In opera­ 
tion. 
If the telephone 
Is 
answered they either take a 
detour around the scale or keep 
calling periodically until they 
get no answer.

big trucks on secondary roads 
and streets. 
The portable units are moved 
Into these areas to catch the 
offenders. But word spreads 
swiftly 
among truckers, the 
sergeant points out, and after 
a day or two the traffic along 
the detour route will cease. 
The sergeant’s second major 
headache Is the trucker who 
uses an outdated tractor to 
move over-the-road trailers 
from the truck terminal to de­ 
livery points, all within the 
St. Louis area. 
The big trailers are brought 
In by modern 
tandem axle 
tractors to the truck terminals 
and pass Inspection at weight 
stations because they are al- 
lower 32,000 pounds per tan­ 
dem axle In weight load. The 
same weight becomes illegal 
however 
when 
the 
modem 
tractor is replaced by a single 
axle old tractor which has been 
retired from long haul work. 
A maximum weight of 18,000 
per axle Is allowed on a single 
axle, putting the load being 
propelled by the old tractor 
way overweight. 
The heavy 
weight put on the old tractors 
makes them hard to steer, hard 
to stop and has contributed 
to many blow-outs In wheels 
on the steering axle, the ser­ 
geant 
points out. Lindbergh 
boulevard Is a favorite route 
of much of this traffic, he says. 
The sergeant gets help from 
some strange sources In1 po­ 
licing this problem, but at the 
same time enforcement Is ham­ 
pered by the close network of 
communications among area 
truck terminals. 
Drivers who are 
handling 
Illegal loads will sometimes 
drive up to troopers and re­ 
port themselves. 
“ Some are just more honest 
than their bosses,” he said, 
“ and others are afraid be­ 
cause they realize the danger 
of hauling that heavy a load 
on a truck that Isn’t designed 
to handle it.” 
Other truckers will also tip 
off the police, he said, because 
the trucker who Is breaking 
the law is providing 
unfair 
competition. 
But at the same time, the 
close communication of truck­ 
ers hampers the operation of 
the 
portable 
units 
In the 
metropolitan area. 
“ Every truck depot 
knows 
we are operating and where 
within a half hour from the 
time we set up the rig,” J. D. 
Totten, a former truck driver 
and now an Inspector with the 
Commercial Vehicle Division, 
said. 
Many of the local trucks are 
equipped with radios, he said, 
and the work 
travels fast. 
Truckers 
passing oncoming 
trucks hold out two fingers to 
Indicate “ cops ahead” or make 
the o.k. sign to show the road 
Is clear. 
Another problem present here 
is sand and gravel trucks,the 
sergeant points out. While most 
are not overloaded, some truck­ 
ers overload apparently feeling 
there Is little or no chance 
the truck will be weighed as they 


will not have to pass a regular 
weight station. 
Checking these and other lo­ 
cal hauling trucks on Lindbergh 
boulevard and other 
county 
roadways Is a hectic job at 
best. 
“ We can’t check out every 
truck,” 
Sgt. 
BUbrey said, 
“ there are Just too many of 
them.” 
The Inspectors look for tell­ 
tale tlpoffs, such as position of 
springs on the traUer and dif­ 
ficulty In 
climbing 
steep 
grades. 
Reinforcing 
the 
sergeant’s 
theory that many of these over­ 
weight trucks are intentionally 
overloaded Is the fact that often 
the bills of lading made out by 
the truck company show the 
truck Is carrying more weight 
than it Is legally allowed to 
carry. However, he points out, 
the fact that the bill of lading 
shows a legal load does not 
keep the Inspector from weigh­ 
ing the truck on the portable 
scale when he Is suspicious as 
some truckers wUl carry two 
sets of bUls—one for the cus­ 
tomer and one for the police. 
Most of the Intentional over­ 
weight trucks belong to com­ 
panies “ operating on a shoe­ 
string,” according to the ser­ 
geant. 
The large, well-to-do 
companies are usually 
law 
abiding whUe some marginal 
firms feel compelled to take 
Illegal chances in order to stay 
In business. The old trucks are 
more likely to be overloaded 
than the new ones. 
The shippers themselves may 
be responsible for some of the 
overweights, the sergeant says. 


A shipper who has a large 
amoung of freight to consign 
doesn't want to break It into 
two loads because that would 
up his freight rate, the sergeant 
points out. He’ll keep going 
from firm to firm untU he finds 
one wUling to carry the load. 
The trucker who takes it may 
only be able to carry some 
amount under the total but he'll 
take the chance of being able 
to dodge the scales. 
The sergeant only has two 
units and only enough men to 
operate each five days a week. 
They cover a 10-county area. 
One consistently works in the 
St. Louis and St. Louis County 
area. It is only in operation at 
the most 5 days a week vary­ 
ing Its shifts so that it isn’t 
always on the road at the same 
hours. 
They average 15 arrests each 
per month for overweight and 
connected violations. Only seri­ 
ous violations are ticketed and 
there are usually more than 
two warning tickets Issued for 
each ticket. 


A look at arrest records for 
this year by the portable unit 
in this area shows arrests for 
overweights ranging up to 6810 
pounds per axle. This trucker, 
who was hauling gravel and 
was arrested on 1-244, south of 
Manchester, had a bill of lad­ 
ing showing he was carrying 
more 
weight than his state 
license would allow. 
Even a little bit too much 
weight cuts down on the truck­ 
e r’s ability to stop, the ser­ 
geant said. 
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Fines are set strictly by law, r *

take into account whether the 
violator is a repeat offender U f l a A | | f | p I i i i l n l e 
or a wilful violator. The fine 
11016 
is two cents a pound for first 
500 lbs., 5 cents a pound to 
1000 lbs. and then 10 cents a 
pound for all over 1000. 
The law allows the trucker 
to place 18,000 pounds on a 
single axle and 32,000 pounds 
on a tandem. The maximum 
gross weight allowed is 73,280 
pounds gross weight. 
Three years ago a trucker 
was caught near St. Peters by 
the portable unit at a time 
prior to the opening of the 
weight 
station 
with 28,000 
pounds overweight on his front 
axle. 
“ We don’t come near get­ 
ting even 10 per cent of the 
intentional 
offenders,” 
Sgt. 
Bilbrey said. 
The main reason, he Indi­ 
cated, Is because the portable 
unit only works In the area 
five shifts each week. 
“ We're short on staff,” the 
sergeant said, “ so we need the 
public’s help in spotting routes 
the truckers are taking 
In 
avoiding scales. 
The people 
have been a big help in the 
past. 
“ We aren't here to give the 
truckers a hard time,” he said. 
“ Most of them are honest and 
realize we are working as much 
to protect them fron unfair 
competition as we are to en­ 
force the law.”
